March 25, 1954 


A special Town Meeting of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boxford qualified to vote in elections and town affairs was 
held in the Town Hall, Boxford at 8:00 p.m., March 25, 
1954. William J. Greenler, Jr., moderator, called for a 
minute of silent prayer before starting the business meeting. 
The articles of the warrant were acted on as follows: 


Article 1: Voted that the town accept a donation of

mittee for the purpose of purchasing as part of the original 
equipment of the school building a curtain for the new 
school stage. 


Article 2: Voted unanimously to raise and appro- 
priate $100.00 to reimburse the office of Clinton Foster 
Goodwin for the tracings and prints of plans of various 
parcels of land in the Town of Boxford for use in assessing 
real estate as per list as submitted plete 20, 1954; 


Article 3.. Voted 34 yes, 6 no, to raise aan spp 
priate $700.00 to construct a four foot fence as recommended 
by a special committee between the Morse School property 
and the properties of Arthur A. Auger and Beatrice Wheeler. 
The. members of the committee were Archibald L. Trull, 
J. Warren Chadwick, and Marion M. Colby. 


Article 4: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for the improvement of Middleton Road, such 
sum to be used in conjunction with $1,000.00 from the state 
and $500.00 from the County to be allotted under Chap. 90 
of the General Laws, said moneys when reimbursed to be 
credited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 5: Voted 34 yes, 6 no, to raise and appropriate 
$4,400.00 for improving fire protection facilities in line with 
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the recommendations of the committee appointed for that 
purpose, new equipment to be housed in West Boxford, and 
the facilities there to be altered as required to take care 
of new equipment. The members of the committee were 
Simeon S. Pearl, Herbert W. Sperry, Richard P. Chadwick, 
Joseph A. O’Rourke, and Robert F. Garrity. 


Article 6: Voted to transfer $5,000.00 from the Post- 
War Rehabilitation Fund to the School House Committee, 
to be used towards completing and originally equipping and 
furnishing the new school building. 


vA Article 7: Voted to appoint a committee consisting of 
the Town Counsel, the chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and the Board of Selectmen to study and make recommen- 
dations regarding recodification and revision of the town 
by-laws, not including the zoning by-law or building code. 


Article 8: Voted unanimously to amend Article 9 of 
the warrant for the annual Town Meeting so as to authorize 
the assessors to use a sum of free cash in the treasury not 
to exceed $10,000.00, as they deem best to reduce the tax 
rate for the current year. 


Article 9: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 for the purpose of taking the 1955 census. 


Article 10: Voted unanimously that the following 
resolution be adopted: 


“Be it resolved: that in recognition of the long, 
faithful, and efficient service of Harry Lee Cole as an 
officer in several capacities of the Town of Boxford for 
a period of nearly half a century, that the new and 
modern school building of the Town of Boxford be 
named in honor of that worthy and sterling citizen, 
Harry Lee Cole.” 


The meeting was adjourned at 10:30 p.m.

There has been a slight increase in the case load of Old 
Age Assistance which is contrary to the statewide trend. 
The medical costs are the largest expenditure due to the 
advancing age of the recipients and the larger amount of 
medical care required for their comfort. 

In order that the town may have a picture of the 
medical costs we have made the following breakdown:

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The state contributes the sum of $15,400.00 under 
Chapter 81, maintenance of highways, and to make this 
available the town must raise $2,800.000 which makes a 
total of $18,200.00 for use on the various highways of the 
town. A portion of this sum was spent to resurface second- 
ary roads with oil. We were able also to oil, for the first 
time, substantial sections of Main St., Valley and Mill Roads. 
A considerable amount was spent for gravel surface on 
roads which we hope to oil in the future. This, together 
with the usual upkeep, accounts for the entire Chapter 81 
appropriation. Chapter 90, maintenance money, of which 
the state contributes $500.00 and the town $1,000.00 making 
a total of $1,500.00 was spent in resurfacing portions of 
several main highways. 


The Chapter 90 construction money which was con- 
tributed, $5,000.00 by the state and $2,500.00 each by the 
county and town, was used on Middleton Road and Depot 
Road. 7 


All of this money was spent under the supervision of 
the state highway engineers. 


The $1,000.00 appropriation to continue the improve- 
ment of Main Street was sufficient to complete the job and 
this street is now black-topped for its entire length. 


A section of Elm Street in front of the Library was 
widened and oiled to facilitate parking and likewise an area 
on Georgetown Road in front of the First Church was 
similarly treated. 


In July tentative arrangements were made with the 
Traffic Division of the Dept. of Public Works to revise and 
to add to the present town traffic regulations. The appear- 
ance on the scene of two hurricanes, together with the fact 
that the appropriation was low made it necessary to post- 
pone the purchase and installation of the various signs 
required. We hope to have this work carried out early in 
1955. 
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Under the special appropriation for the Fire Depart- 
ment Improvement in West Boxford, the present building 
was remodelled to accommodate two pieces of apparatus, 
a tank truck was purchased and also a considerable amount 
of other equipment. 


During the year the two granges have made many desir- 
able improvements to the interior of both the Town Hall and 
Lincoln Hall, at a very nominal expense to the town, for 
which we wish to express our appreciation. 


Four new folding voting booths were purchased to 
replace those at Lincoln Hall. | 


A new chimney was built at the Town Hall after the 
hurricane.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


During January we were able to move into the new 
Harry Lee Cole School and thus at last consolidate most of 
our elementary educational system. This move enabled us 
to vacate the temporary classrooms in the Community House 
and the Gardner Morse School basement.. In the interests 
of economy, we temporarily closed down the Aaron Wood 
School until September when increased enrollment demand- 
ed its reopening. With the use of the four new classrooms, 
the two in the Gardner Morse and. the two in the Aaron 
Wood, we have been able to establish the much needed 
one-grade-per-room basis with the exception of the Ist and 
2nd grades at either end of town. 


The new school facilities have enabled us to expand the 
school day and to include such activities as Sewing, Physi- 
eal Education and competitive sports as well as provide for 
better programs in Music and Dramatics. 


In June we held our first graduation exercises in the 
new all-purpose room. Combined with graduation was our 
yearly operetta and the dedication of the new school. We 
can all look forward to many more exercises like this in the 
spacious all-purpose room. 


The townspeople, as well, have enjoyed making use of 
the school’s facilities in such activities as P.T.A. meetings, 
Guild activities, Boy Scout and Girl Scout meetings, Select- 
men’s meetings, Men’s Athletic Club activities, etc. 


We have augmented our staff with three new teachers: 
Mr. John Branch replacing Mr. Chester Parker as acting 
principal and departmental teacher, Mrs. Sylvia Adams as 
4th Grade teacher and Mrs. Phyllis Piper as departmental 
6th, 7th and 8th Grade teacher. 


The Sewing and Physical Education program has ex- 
panded well under Mrs. Piper’s and Mr. Branch’s leader- 
ship and has helped our students scholastically as well as 
physically. 
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_ Any changeover from a small separated school system 
to a larger consolidated system has rough sledding at first, 
but we feel that we now have an excellent cooperative staff 
working together for the best interests of our students. We 
can continue to feel that our pupils will go into the High 
School grades and maintain high standards as they have in 
the past. 


It is our hope that early in 1955 we can install a hot 
lunch program and make use of the kitchen facilities pro- 
vided for in the new school. 


Our school buildings have been kept in good repair and 
maintenance work done when needed. As was expected, 
we replaced the old water-storage tank in the Aaron Wood 
School with a new one. 


In the Spring of 1955 we hope to work together with 
the P.T.A. in beautifying the grounds around the schools. 


With the additional four new rooms, the potential two 
more in the undeveloped area, the two in the Gardner Morse 
and Aaron Wood schools, we should be able to handle the 
elementary enrollment growth in Boxford for at least the 
next five years. 


With external tuitioning costs mounting each year for 
Boxford and the fact that surrounding towns now are or 
will be faced with a high school housing problem, we feel 
Boxford’s next school problem will be in the high school 
area. This problem we may have to face in the next 2-3 
years. We are currently trying to keep in touch with our 
neighboring towns in regard to their activities and feelings 
on a Regional High School District. 


You will note that the proposed budget for 1955 is 
22% higher than that of a year ago. This is due mainly to 
the following factors:

1. Substantially increased tuition costs in Andover, 
North Andover and Topsfield; 


2. Increased pupil enrollment; 


3. Increased faculty in our own system due to in- 
creased enrollment. ) 


Despite our efforts to keep the school budget as low 
as possible, we all must continue to face the fact that our 
town is growing and with it the school enrollment resulting 
in an overall increased educational cost.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


~My annual report for the year cnaing December 31, 
1954 i is herewith submitted. 


The opening of the new school at Boxford Village in 
the early part of 1954 has provided adequate housing for 
our growing school population. The additional classrooms 
provided have made it possible to eliminate double grade 
classes in all grades except one and two which are retained 
as such in both ends of the Town. 


At the close of school in June 1954, appropriate dedi- 
cation exercises were held in conjunction with the presen- 
tation of an operetta by the students of the new school 
under the direction of Mrs. Tatarunis, supervisor of Music, 
assisted by Mrs. Gladys MacPherson. Diplomas were award- 
ed to pupils who completed the work of the eighth grade 
at these exercises. 


The speaker at the dedication of the new school was 
Selectman Franklin Roberts, who paid high tribute to Mr. 
Harry L. Cole, a member of the Boxford Board of Selectmen 
for many years and for whom the building wasnamed. The 
naming of the school for Mr. Cole is a testimonial to his 
many years of devoted service rendered to the Town, its 
well being and its future. 


With the reopening of school in September 1954, grades 
six, seven and eight were departmentalized with the prin- 
cipal and two teachers each assuming responsibility for par- 
ticular areas of the program. The new all-purpose room 
made possible the development of a physical education pro- 
gram and a recreational program as well. 


Present plans to equip the kitchen at the new school 
will make possible the operation of a hot lunch program and 
instruction in Household Arts for upper grade girls. With 
the introduction of Household Arts for girls, I look forward 
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to an Industrial Arts course for upper grade boys. 


The instructional staff of our schools in 1954 included 
three teachers who were not with us a year ago. Mrs. Sylvia 
Adams, a Boston University graduate with previous teaching 
experience, became a member of the teaching staff early in 
the year and Mr. John Branch and Mrs. Phyllis Piper joined 
the staff of the new school as teacher-principal and teacher, 
respectively, in September 1954. Mr. Branch is a graduate 
of the University of Maine with a Master’s Degree from 
Boston University and has had previous teaching experience 
in Maine, Connecticut and Massachusetts. Mrs. Piper has 
a B.S. Degree in Education from Keene Teacher’s College 
and has had teaching experience in New Hampshire and 
elsewhere in Massachusetts. 


The educational progress of Boxford pupils is well in 
accord with individual abilities. Every effort is made to 
meet the special needs of the individual pupil. The record 
of Boxford pupils in secondary schools attests to the 
adequacy of the elementary school background. 


Supervision of Music continues under the direction of 
Mrs. Marcia Tatarunis. The Operetta presented at the 
closing exercises at the Cole School was indicative of the 
progress in this special subject. 


At the close of school in June 1954, Mrs. Esther 
Osman resigned and was succeeded in September by Mrs. 
Gretchen S. Sanderson of Rowley, Mass. who is a Massa- 
chusetts College Art graduate who served previously as Art 
Supervisor in the schools of Barrington, Rhode Island and 
Seekonk, Mass. Mrs. Sanderson’s ability, interest and en- 
thusiasm in Art are great assets in stimulating pupil interest 
in this area of the school program. 


In closing this report, I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, School Committee, Town Officials and citizens for 
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their cooperation during the past year. The sooperation of 
the Parent-Teachers Association is also gratefully acknow- 
ledged.

REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford, Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Art for 
the year ending December 31, 1954. 


The art program in the Town of Boxford has been 
aimed at the ideal of reaching each and every child. In 
order to do this a variety of experiences in acquainting the 
child with different media is necessary. Other forms of 
expression, such as crafts, paper sculpture, etc. are intro- 
duced, as compared with continuous drawing which, in most 
classes, affects a limited few. 


Each child has hidden abilities that should be encour- 
aged and often a child is happiest in creating with his 
hands, therefore, he shares an equal part in the art program 
and develops confidence and interest. This is essential in 
a public school art program. 


The Boxford art program has tried to correlate with 
the classroom studies, room and corridor decorations and 
seasonal projects with the basic principles of color, design, 
lettering, realism and composition. 


Grades one and two have had the following experi- 
ences: paper sculpture; large brush and paper painting; 
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chalk drawing; figure work; finger painsing and halides 
projects. 


Grade three: Wet chalk drawing; figure drawing; 
simple poster work ; large brush painting ; window painting ; 
paper sculpture; holiday projects and room decorations. 


Grade four: Wet chalk drawing; Heni te posters; paper 
sculpture; landscape chalk border for room (social study) ; 
Halloween lanterns; figure drawing; Thanksgiving window 
design; Indian headdress; choir boys for showcase and 
Christmas wreaths for room. 


Grade five: Figure drawing; wet chalk autumn leaves; 
paper sculpture; large brush painting, (simple landscape) ; 
Halloween lanterns; watercolor boxes, (planned design for 
Indian bowls); papier mache bowls; diorama for window 
display ; choir boys for showcase; stained glass window pro- 
ject; Christmas decorations. 


Grade six: Autumn leaf wet chalk experience; vege- 
table posters for lunch room; simple perspective; water- 
color work; crayon resist work ; Halloween masks; lettering ; 
potato printing; diorama scene for window display; choir 
boys for show case; room Christmas poinsettas. 


Grade seven; Introduction to color value; black and 
white paper sculpture; perspective; watercolor work; large 
figure drawing; plan of mural correlating with room social 
study (Early American History); charcoal work on large 
wrapping paper mural in gymnasium; painting the mural; 
individual Christmas sprays for corridor wall decoration. 


Grade eight: House and landscape perspective using 
two vanishing points (two point perspective) ; watercolor 
work handling of materials and brush; individual group 
work for backing in show case using their social study as 
subjects; lettering poster work ; sponge painting ; monogram 
study; glass etching; design work painted on tin cans using 
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enamel paint; Christmas card design; spatter work; metal 
Christmas ornament cutting.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools and members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


The following is my report as school physician for the 
year ending December 31, 1954. 


Fifteen pre-school physical examinations were perform- 
ed by Dr. Nahil of Georgetown prior to his resigning as 
school physician to pursue further specialized training. 


Since my appointment the school nurse and I have 
performed over fifty physical examinations including heart 
and chest examinations of those boys and girls in the sixth 
and eighth grades who were participating in team sports. 


The most common physical defect discovered was poor 
dentition. Several minor cardiac and orthopedic problems 
were noted and parents were advised of them. On the 
whole the children examined were found to be in satis- 
factory physical condition. 


Your attention is directed to the report of the school 
nurse in regards ear and eye examinations. 


The school nurse and the members of the teaching 
staff must be congratulated for their interest and cooper- 
ation.

To the Superintendent of Schools and the members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


_ Thereby submit my report as school nurse for the year 
ending December 31, 1954. , 


Physical examinations for the first, fourth and seventh 
grades were completed in December after considerable 
delay due to the late appointment of Dr. L. H. Bennett of 
Topsfield as School Physician. 


Boys and girls in the sixth and eighth grades partici- 
pating in sports were given a heart and chest examination. 


The second pre-school clinic met with considerable 
success. <A total of fifteen pupils about to enter the first 
grade were present with their parents. The examinations 
were conducted by Dr. Nahil of Georgetown. A few parents 
‘took advantage of the clinic to have their children vaccin- 


ated. 


In April, sixty-six pupils were immunized with diph- 
theria-tetanus toxoid. 


A total of one hundred and fifty-two pupils had ear and 
eye examinations with the audiometer and visual aid 
machine provided by the State. The ear examinations were 
negative. The eye examinations showed four children in 
need of glasses. These children received immediate atten- 
tion and one child was under treatment. 


I wish to thank the school personnel and the school 
physicians for their continued cooperation.

As our town of Blase Sa continues to Prince the cost 
of government must increase accordingly, especially: in 
terms of schools and roads. Development is definitely away 
from farming toward that of a residential area almost 
exclusively. With no industry to assist us with the tax load, 
the citizens need not be reminded that each dollar spent 
in the annual budget is a dollar directly ‘out-of-pocket’. 
However, under the guidance of our Town officers and vari- 
ous Boards and Departments, along with the cooperation of 
an intelligent and discerning citizenry, our healthy, gradual 
growth leads to a most promising future for this typical New 
England town. 


This year you will find a different form of report from 
your Finance Committee. The budget has been set up by 
functions in accordance with the State system to give greater 
information to the voters. The grand total of all Depart- 
mental Budgets for 1953 $181,495.63 and for 1954 was 
$185,703.28. If our recommendations for 1955 are followed, 
the total of the suggested Budget should be approximately 
$153, 421. 40, | 

Walter K. Morss, who has served on this Committee 
since its inception, has resigned. We all owe him a vote of 
thanks in gratitude for his invaluable services and time 


which he gave to the many problems confronting the Town 
and the Finance Committee. Md

“Resolved; that this meeting is of the mind that the Board 
of Selectmen, or a committee of their appointees, investigate 
and procure a recreation area to be restricted to the use of 
residents of the Town of Boxford, by June, 1955; this area 
to contain ample facilities for swimming and other recre- 
ations, along with a parking area; and that, if necessary, a 
special town meeting be called by this committee to approve 
the site chosen and raise such money as may be necessary.”

With the enactment of amendments to the zoning by- 
laws increasing the minimum lot sizes and frontages, the 
pressure to develop Boxford at a pace far in excess of the 
town’s resources has been eased to permit a more orderly 
growth.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the year, 67 cases of communicable diseases 
were reported to the Board of Health, of which 49 con- 
stituted a mild epidemic of measles in the early part of 
the year.

The Town was fortunate in acquiring the services of 
Tracy I. Flagg, sanitary engineer for the towns of Danvers, 
Topsfield and Wenham, to assist us in coping with the 
sanitation problems which arose during the year due to 
the many land developments in town. Applications for per- 
mits for sewage disposal installations are available from 
the Building Inspector. 
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We have been able to keep the Town Dump in reason- 
ably good condition during the year although debris from 
the 1954 hurricanes continued to come in large quantities. 
Anticipating the development of a larger dumping area in 
the near future, we have had the entire area surveyed and 
a linen map of the same will be recorded in the Registry of 
Deeds in Salem. 


The continuing development of land in Boxford made 
this seem advisable. 


In the spring 41 children received the first inoculation 
of the Salk Vaccine. As you know, Massachusetts has ap- 
proved the Polio Vaccine as safe and effective under present 
requirements of manufacture. In order that we may make 
preliminary plans for the administration of polio vaccine in 
our community, we would like to bring to your attention 
tentative proposed plans: 


(1) The Polio Foundation will provide vaccine for the 
second injection to those children who received 
their first injection last Spring. This injection must 
be given in the schools, according to specifications 
of the Polio Foundation. It will not be necessary, 
however, to conduct a separate clinic for these 
particular children. 


(2) Eligible groups presently entitled to receive the 
vaccine include all children under 15 years of age 
and pregnant women. Legislation to appropriate 
additional funds sufficient to cover the cost of 
vaccine for all eligible persons has been introduced. 
It is quite probable that such additional funds will 
be provided. This will mean that by pooling avail- 
able funds from the National Foundation, Federal 
and State sources there will be sufficient funds to 
provide free vaccine to all children under 15 years 
of age and pregnant women. Eligibility for preg- 
nant women will terminate with labor. Age given 
in the school census may be used to determine 
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eligibility of school children. Thus it is anticipated 
that all vaccine will be furnished free and no 
means test can be used in its distribution to these 
eligible groups. 

(3) Vaccine will be available to private physicians for 
administration to private patients in the priority 
groups of children if signed consent slips are pre- 
sented to the local public health agency. No 
charge for vaccine is permissible, but a charge for 
administration will be made if justified. 

Vaccine will be allocated to the respective local health 
agencies based on the number of stgned consent slips and 
not on the number of eligible children in the community. 
Only sufficient vaccine for the first dose will be received 
in the first allotment. Vaccine for the second dose will be 
distributed approximately one month after the first allo- 
cation. The recommended dosage is two injections (sub- 
cutaneous or intra-muscularly) of 1 cc. each, approximately 
one month apart. Most vaccine will be supplied in 9 ce. 
vials, although it is anticipated that a limited amount will 
- be provided in 8 cc. vials. 

It is anticipated that present estimated production 
figures will provide sufficient vaccine for administration to 
all priority groups before the next poliomyelitis season.

Statistically Boxford has followed the statewide trend 
in a decrease in the Old Age Assistance caseload. This is 
attributed to the increased coverage of ‘persons under the 
Social Security Act. Even though the number of persons aided 
has decreased, the expenditures per case have increased 
due to the meeting of individual needs and medical care. 


In 1955 the average monthly payroll for Old Age 
Assistance was $1,368.27 or $97.73 per case. Average medi- 
cal payment per month was $520.52 or $37.18 per case. 
Boxford’s cost per case is above the state average but 
medical costs are very high due to the chronic illnesses of 
many of the recipients and the need for hospitalization, 
nursing home care, doctor’s visits, medicines, glasses, visit- 
ing nurse services and the like. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average monthly 
payroll of $544.33 or $272.16 per case. Average medical 
payment per month was $94.56 or $47.28 per month. This 
would appear high but each family has 5 children and an 
adult whose needs must be met, all of the medical needs 
mentioned before plus the important item of dental care for 
the children. 


Disability Assistance had an average monthly payroll 
of $115.49 or $57.74 per case. Average medical payment per 
month was $28.91 or $14.45 per case. This newest of the 
categories is still being developed and emphasis is being 
placed on rehabilitation whenever possible. It is hoped the 
services of the state department supplying these services 
will be extended and improvd under legislation reeommend- 
ed by the Governor in his message to the General Court. 
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All of the recipients of the federally aided categories of 
assistance receive two (2) checks per month, payment made 
in advance, to meet their individual needs. Medical needs 
are met when they become necessary and, after authoriza- 
tion in accordance with a state wide Medical Care Plan, 
are paid directly to the persons who rendered the service. 
Copies of all bills paid on behalf of persons receiving aid 
are sent to them each month in order that they are aware 
of what is being paid for their medical needs, and can aid 
this office in double checking services and payment for 
services rendered to them. 


Although the Medical Care Plan has been in operation 
since July 1, 1954, there has been no drop in medical cost, 
only standardization of procedure. State wide studies show 
the trend generally upward for medical payments. 


Starting in January, 1956, all recipients of Old Age 
Assistance will receive additional allowance of $2.50 per 
month for a transportation allowance with the exception 
of those in nursing homes, public medical institutions or 
chronic hospitals. 


Costs for the federally aided programs are met from 
federal, state, and local funds according to various formulas 
devised for each category of assistance. The federal funds 
are returned to the various categories of assistance and are 
placed in a revolving fund to be used again in these cate- 
gories. The state funds are returned to revenue and are 
influential in the setting of the tax rate for the following 
year.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 
Highways 


During 1955 another section of Depot Road was im- 
proved under Chapter 90 which brings the reconstruction 
nearly to Pond Street, at a cost of $9,288.23 from an appro- 
priation of $10,000.00 — $5,000.00 from the state, $2.500.00 
from the county, and $2,500.00 from the town. The balance 
of the appropriation, $711.77, is to be used in the spring 
for a second application of oil. 

Under Chapter 81 the state contributed $15,400.00. 
The town appropriated $2,800.00. These amounts were 
used in their entirety for the general upkeep of the high- 
ways in town and the resurfacing of several miles with oil. 


$1,500.00, $500.00 contributed by the state and 
$1,000.00 by the town was used to resurface sections of 
Ipswich Road under Chapter 90, maintenance. 

All of the above funds were spent under the super- 
vision of the state highway engineers. 


A special] $1,000.00 appropriation for the improvement 
of Baldpate Road was not entirely spent in 1955 because 
of changes in abutting owners and delay in getting a county 
layout. The unexpended balance is expected to be used in 


1956. 
Land Purchases 


$30.00 was spent to purchase a small area of land 
adjacent to the Fire House in West Boxford in order to 
install a wider culvert at this point to improve the approach 
to the building. 

$500.00 was used to purchase approximately 14 acre 
in the rear of the Town Hall in Boxford Village. 


Town Buildings 


At the annual town meeting, it was voted to install 
indoor toilets in both Halls. Because of delay in getting bids 
for the work and the necessity of purchasing land adjacent 
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to the Town Hall for the purpose of installing a septic tank, 
the work did not get underway until late in the year. Now 
the work is completed in the Town Hall and nearing com- 
pletion in Lincoln Hall. We wish to thank the Granges for 
their cooperation and financial] assistance. 


Perambulation 


As required by law, Section 2-6 of Chapter 42 General 
Laws, the Selectmen have perambulated the boundaries with 
the various adjoining towns. 


The Selectmen, in conjunction with the Police Depart- 
ment, recommended some traffic regulations which have been 
accepted by the state. 


During the early part of 1955, work made necessary 
by the hurricanes of 1954 was continued until May 15, with 
special funds authorized by the State Hurricane Relief 
Board. Approximately all of this work was done by town 
labor with an expenditure of over $14,000.00, $13,764.22 
of which has been reimbursed by the state. | 


In January, Mr. Arthur L. Emery was engaged to take 
the 1955 census. The result of this census made the popula- 
tion of Boxford 1,177.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from 
August 12, 1953 to April 9, 1955, made in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the 
form of a report made to me by Mr. William Schwartz, 
Asssitant Director of Accounts.

Sir: | 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford 
for the period from August 12, 1953, the date of the previous 
audit, to April 9, 1955, and submit the following report 
thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments collecting money or 
committing bills for collection, were examined and checked 
for the period of the audit. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were 

examined and checked. The ledger accounts were analyzed, 
the recorded receipts and payments being checked with 
the treasurer’s books. The appropriations and transfers voted 
by the town were checked with the town clerk’s record of 
town meetings, and the transfers from the reserve fund 
were checked with the finance committee’s records. A trial 
balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, showing the 
financial condition of the town as of April 9, 1955, was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. 
. The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records in the department collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing 
the disbursement of town funds. The cash balance on April 
9, 1955 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 

The payments of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 

' The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
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of the town treasurer and the trustees of the Jonathan Tyler 
Barker Free School Fund were examined and listed. The 
income was proved, the transfers to the town were checked 
with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s cash book, 
and the cash balance of the Jonathan Tyler Barker Free 
School Fund was proved by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
taxes were examined. The payments to the Director of 
Internal Revenue were verified, and the unpaid balances 
were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger 
account. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined. The amounts added to the tax title account were com- 
pared with the tax collector’s records, and the tax title deeds, 
as listed, were checked with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. 

The assessors’ warrants for the commitment of taxes, 
motor vehicle and trailer excise, and special taxes were 
examined and checked with the detailed lists, The ‘assessors’ 
records of abatements granted were reconciled with the 
eollector’s books and with the accountant’s ledger. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, and special taxes outstanding according to the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ments, were audited and compared with the assessors’ war- 
rants issued for their collection. 

The recorded collections were compared with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, the abatements as entered were 
checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
the taxes transferred to the tax title account were recon- 
ciled with the records of tax titles held by the town, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
accountant’s ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names appear- 
ed on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 
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Attention is called to the past due taxes shown on the 
balance sheet, and it is urged that a prompt settlement be 
obtained of all taxes of prior years. 


The records of dog and sporting licenses issued by the 
town clerk were examined and checked, and the recorded 
payments to the town and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game were verified. The town clerk’s cash balance on April 
9, 1955 was verified by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
selectmen, and of receipts by the sealer of weights and 
measures, the building inspector, the board of appeals, and 
the school department, as well as by all other departments 
collecting money for the town, were examined, checked, and 
reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing 1a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, 
special tax, tax title, and departmental accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the several town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The past year has been one of further progress in the 
Boxford schools, the most notable achievement being the 
greater cooperation among teachers, pupils and parents. A 
large factor in this development has been the adjustment 
to full use of the new school facilities and a better under- 
standing of individual responsibilities. 


A hot lunch program was started early in the year 
under the management of one paid employee. Thanks to 
the assistance of the Parent Teacher Association, which 
provided volunteer help of interested mothers and friends 
for the first few months of operation, the lunch program got 
off to a good start. By Spring we were in a position to employ 
a permanent assistant and thus eliminate the volunteer 
help. The operation is running smoothly and paying for 
itself. We find considerable enthusiasm among parents, 
teachers and pupils, and know that all pupils participating 
are receiving good, nourishing food, attractively served at 
a very modest price. 


At the opening of school in September, we were able 
to arrange the bus routes and schedules so as to further 
lengthen the school day, thus giving more time for class- 
room work. 


The athletic program has been continued and partici- 
pated in by both boys and girls. Less emphasis, however, 
has been placed on competition with outside schools, our 
ruling being that more time should be given to teaching the 
fundamentals of various games to as many boys and girls 
as possible through intramural play. We continue to believe 
that the teaching of good sportsmanship is most important. 


During the Summer, with the assistance of volunteer 
help from some of the men in Town, we were able to level 
and seed the athletic field. It is hoped that a baseball 
diamond of suitable size will be ready for use in the Spring 
of 1956. 
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Some landscaping was also done during the year, with 
the result that the appearance of the school grounds was 
greatly improved. Further work is planned for next Spring. 


Late in the year we installed a number of lights outside 
the Aaron Wood and Harry Lee Cole Schools, so that the 
driveway and parking areas are now well lighted for any 
school] or town functions being held in the all-purpose room 
at night. 


Two new teachers joined our staff in September, replac- 
ing two who resigned. Mrs. Helen Chadwick is a depart- 
mental teacher in the sixth, seventh and eighth grades and 
Mrs. Evelyn Wilson has taken over the fourth grade. 


Attention has been given to the maintenance of all 
school property, and repairs were made as required. Plans 
have been made to paint the Aaron Wood School inside 
and outside during 1956 and the Gardner Morse School the 
following year. 


As Boxford continues to grow it is natural that school 
enrolment will also increase each year. We feel that the 
time is not far distant when there will be need for the 
undeveloped area of the Harry Lee Cole School to be con- 
verted to two classrooms. 


The High School problem will also require serious 
consideration in the next few years. Tuitioning costs at the 
schools which our pupils attend are increasing each year. 
The time will come, we believe, when we will find it is less 
expensive and more satisfactory to be part of a Regional High 
School District. Such a move would rid us of the uncertainty 
which always accompanies any plan for tuitioning pupils 
in another town. One member of your School Committee 
and two other citizens of Boxford have been studying this 
Subject, since the last annual town meeting, with similar 
groups from surrounding towns. It is expected that a report 
of this study will be made at the annual meeting in March 
1956. 


You will note a further substantial increase in the 
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school department budget for 1956, the largest single in- 
crease being in tuition costs that we pay to other towns and 
over which, of course, we have no control. There are smaller 
increases in other categories, but these must be expected as 
our school enrolment grows. 


We join in expressing our gratitude to all individuals 
and groups who, by their interest and cooperation, have 
contributed much to the development of our fine school 
system.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


The enrolment of the Boxford schools continues to in- 
crease. On October 1, 1955 the total enrolment of our 
elementary schools was 192 or 16 greater than on the same 
date in 1954. During the same year the number of pupils 
attending high school as Boxford pupils increased from 
48 to 54, Enrolment in September 1956 may be expected to 
increase due to additional homes being occupied, even 
though our largest elementary class will graduate in June 
1956. 


In September 1956 at least 30 pupils will enter the first 
grade with 20 of the pupils from the Boxford Village area 
of the town. If we continue the practice of dual grades in 
each end of the town and retain the same dividing lines 
we would have at least 35 in the dual grade room at the 
Cole School and about 20 at West Boxford. I do not believe 
the continuance of this dual grade organization is to the 
advantage of the boys and girls and recommend that it be 
eliminated at the close of the present school year. With one 
first grade class and another second grade class, the teaching 
load would be equalized and each teacher would be better 
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able to meet the individual needs of her pupils through hav- 
ing more time to devote to each area within her class groups. 


Since there are thirty-five pupils presently in our eighth 
grade and but eight Boxford pupils who will graduate from 
high school in June, our high school enrolment will show 
a very decided increase in September 1956, with even greater 
increases in tuition charges because of increased rates. 


The educational standards of our schools remain on a 
high level. Academic progress remains a fundamental objec- 
tive of our educational system with social and civic develop- 
ment through participation in our activity program an added 
by-product. The record of our boys and girls in the various 
high schools should be adequate evidence of the quality of 
our schools. | 


A school system today, as ever, is what we make it. 
Well trained teachers with interest in youth, the desire to 
help youth, and the energy and enthusiasm to make effective 
their knowledge and ability are prime essentials of a good 
school system. Boxford teachers, I am sure, are a very Cap- 
able group and do use their capabilities to capacity in the 
best interest of the boys and girls. 


The retention of capable teachers is very important 
to the successful operation of a school system. Increasing 
salaries in the teaching profession result from the inadequate 
supply of qualified teacher candidates and increasing school 
enrolment. We must keep our teacher salaries in line with 
current salary practices elsewhere if we are to retain com- 
petent teachers. I am sure that the people of Boxford want 
competent teachers and expect to pay the price to retain 
them. 


In closing this report, I express to my fellow workers 
in the school department, the town officials and citizens my 
appreciation for their continued cooperation during the past 
year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Music for 
the year ending December 31, 1955. 


With the purchase of new books for grades five and 
eight, we have now completed, throughout the grades, a 
series of music books that give the child the necessary rudi- 
ments of music reading while singing songs he most enjoys. 


A good school music book is one which contains a 
maximum number of songs above the average, and at the 
same time presents a variety of melodic and rhythmic out- 
line between the songs and a variety of meters and keys. 


Almost all of these important factors are found in the 
song selections of our current music books, these songs deal- 
ing throughout with the language vocabulary and imme- 
diate interest and experiences of the particular grade. 


Because of the lack of a good phonograph, our listening 
program has been, unfortunately, limited. Two portable, 
three-speed phonographs, one for each side of town, are 
essential, if we want to build any kind of a good listening 
program. I recommend the portable phonograph, as this 
type may be readily carried from one classroom to another. 


In June, a successful presentation of the three act 
operetta, “Gypsy Rover’, was staged by grades six, seven 
and eight, followed by eighth grade graduation exercises. 
This proved to be a very satisfactory arrangement for all 
concerned.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Art for the 
second year ending December 31, 1955. 


The Art Program in the Town of Boxford during the 
first half of the second year has been very encouraging. The 
program continues to try and develop the everyday skills 
and appreciation in the art field that will be of value to the 
children so that they in turn may build a resource from which 
to draw from in later years. 


The classes are visited once a week from grades one 
through eight. The length of time varies from half an hour 
in the lower grades to forty-five minutes in the upper grades. 
Theory in the art principles is carried through in the room 
displays, corridor and show case arrangements. Classroom 
studies are integrated with the art program and here the 
teachers have been very cooperative; in turn, I have been 
interested in meeting their particular needs in any project. 


The art lesson is not merely minutes of play to amuse 
the child but rather a serious theory underlying it, presented 
in such a way as to captivate the childs’ interest and 
imagination through experiences in composition, perspective, 
lettering, realism, figure drawing, color theory, watercolor 
technique; novelty activities such as foil design, crepe paper 
ornaments and wet chalk. 


A comment here on the art grades shown on the report 
cards might be timely. The letter, “‘S’’, is designated as 
Satisfactory. In a well rounded art program a child can 
hardly fail due to the variety of media involved. However, 
this year those who really strive for progress in art will 
receive encouragement through added “plus” signs. The 
“S” grade, in this way, does not compete with the scholastic 
standing of the pupil in his other marks. 

May I at this time express warm appreciation to all 
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the teachers in both East Boxford and West Boxford and 
Mr. Branch for their helpfulness and consideration.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE AND PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the 

School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 

We hereby submit our report as School Nurse and 
School Physician for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

Physical examinations for the first, fourth and seventh 
grades were completed early in the school year. All children 
with defects were given notices, with recommendations for 
correction, to convey to their parents. Poor dentition was 
found to be the most common physical defect noted. This 
has been the case for many years, suggesting that parents 
are not taking interest in their childrens’ teeth early enough. 

A pre-school clinic was held in May at the Harry Cole 
School with a large attendance from East and West Boxford. 

The Boosters of Diptheria-Tetanus antitoxin were given 
in the Spring of 1954 to 77 children. 

The first Salk inoculations were given to first and second 
grade students in June 1955. | 

During November 1955, all pupils were given individual 
ear and eye examinations. Five children were found with 
vision below normal and after referrals to private physicians, 
all received treatment. One case of defective hearing is being 
treated by a private physician. 

We wish to thank the school personnel for their cooper- 
ation.

Voted to continue same compensation for labor 
in the several departments as in 1955, 
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Article 8. Voted to authorize the Assessors to use

the tax rate for the current year. 


Article 9. Voted to appropriate $251.51 refunded from 
the county on account of dog licenses to be divided equally 
between the two libraries. 


Article 10. Voted to raise and appropriate $600.00 to be 
divided equally between the two libraries for use toward the 
maintenance of the same. 


Article 11. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$400.00 for the improvement of the Town Dump. 


Article 12. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 for the purchase and garaging of a police cruiser and 
ambulance. The vote was 101 yes, 8 no. 


Article 13. Voted to accept as a public way a portion of 
Sunrise Road according to a plan dated March 1, 1956. 


Article 14. Voted to accept Hemlock Road as a public 
way. 


Article 15. Voted to accept a gift of the rounded portion 
of the corner of the MacQueen property on Ipswich Road and 
accept the same as a public way, subject to the approval of the 
deed by the Selectmen in conjunction with the Town Counsel 
and the East Precinct road surveyor. 


Article 16. Voted to pass over. 


Article 17. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $25,000.00 to meet the State and County allotments 
for highways, and any other highway relocation, repair, or 
construction done in anticipation of reimbursement, said 
money when reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue. 
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Article 18. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00 for the improvement of Depot Road and Pond St. 
in Boxford, and $1,000.00 for the improvement of Washington 
St. in West Boxford; said money to be used in conjunction with 
any money allotted by the State or County, or both, for this 
purpose under the provisions of Chapter 90. 


Article 19. Voted unanimously to adopt a by-law as fol- 
lows: No person shall operate upon Cedar Pond, Stevens 
Pond, Four Mile Pond, Stiles Pond, or Baldpate Pond within 
the territory of the town, a motorboat having an out-board or 
in-board motor of more than five horsepower, and no person 
Owning such a motorboat shall permit such operation by any 
other person. Any violation of this section shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Article 20. Bouquets were presented to Deacon John W. 
Parkhurst and Deacon George S. Carver as the oldest men in 
the two parishes. Deacon Parkhurst has been a voter for 72 
years, served as town clerk for 50 years until his retirement 
in 1944, and is 93 years old. Deacon Carver became a voter 60 
years ago and is 86 years of age. 


The Taxpayers Association went on record as being op- 
posed to plowing snow in private driveways under the present 
prices for such service. 


A resolution was passed that the article dealing with the 


compensation of labor in the several departments be made 
Article 2 in the warrant of the next annual meeting.

Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $1,000.00 to meet the State and County allotments 
for highways, and any other highway re-location, repair, or 
construction done in anticipation of reimbursement, said 
money when reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 2. Voted to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 as an 
additional sum for snow removal and sanding of highways. 


Article 3. Voted to raise and appropriate an additional 
sum of $3,000.00 for the purpose of garaging town vehicles. 


Article 4. Voted to increase the compensation from $1.25 
to $1.50 for employees, and from $1.50 to $1.75 per hour for 
heads, in the following departments: Highway, Police, Cler- 
ical, Tree, and Fire; and voted to raise and appropriate extra 
amounts for said departments as follows: Highway, $1,000.00; 
Police, $400.00; Clerical, $60.00; Tree, $600.00; and Fire, 
$700.00, to cover inrceased compensation. 


Article 5. Voted to accept the provisions of Chapter 670, 
Acts of 1955, which provide for an increase in the amount of 
Pensions and Retirement Allowances payable to certain for- 
mer public employees. 


Article 6. Voted to adjourn at 8:50 p.m.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
October 1, 1956 — 


The voters of Boxford met at the Harry Lee Cole School 
on October 1, 1956 at 8 p.m. with about 300 attending. The 
meeting was opened with a prayer by Rev. William Hoover. 
William J. Greenler, Jr., served as moderator. The following 
_ business was transacted: 


Article 1. Voted that the report of the Committee on 
the Regional High School be approved as printed in the 
brochure sent to each family. 


Article 2. Voted that the town accept the provisions of 
Section 16-16-I inclusive of Chapter 71 of the General Laws, 
providing for the establishment of a Regional School District 
together with the towns of Middleton and Topsfield, and for 
the construction, maintenance, and operation of a Regional 
School by said District, in accordance with the provisions of 
a proposed agreement between said towns filed with the 
Selectmen. The article was voted on with ballot and check- 
lists, with 252 yes, 15 no votes. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate from available funds the 
sum of $11,000.00 for the purpose of providing this town’s 
share of the cost of a Regional School District Committee en- 
gaging an architect or other professional services to draw plans 
and specifications and to secure an option on a site for a 
Regional School in accordance with the agreement between 
the towns of Boxford, Middleton, and Topsfield with respect 
to the formation of a Regional School District on file with the 
Selectmen, and direct the town treasurer to pay over said sum 
to the Regional School District Committee upon certification 
of the clerks of the Towns of Middleton and Topsfield that 
proportional sums have been appropriated by said towns. 


Article 4. Voted that all elective officers including any 
which may be necessary as the result of forming the Regional 
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School District be placed upon the official ballot at Town Elec- 
tions. 3 


Article 5. Voted to appropriate the sum of $100.00 for 
the Road Machinery Maintenance Account, said amount to be 
transferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 6. Voted to transfer $500.00 from the Police Ac- 
count to the Police Cruiser and Garage Account. 

Article 7. Voted to transfer the sum of $550.00 from Pub- 
lic Assistance (Old Age Assistance) , $500.00 to Public Welfare, 
and $50.00 to Civil Defense. 


Article 8. Voted to transfer $300.00 from Forest Warden 
account to Town Halls. 


_ Article 9. A vote of thanks was given to the Regional 
School Committee. The meeting was adjourned at 10 p.m.

The Library is open to the public on Thursday and Satur- 
day afternoons from two-thirty to five-thirty. Effort is made 
to purchase books and current magazines which are of in- 
terest and in demand. A recently purchased Compton’s Ency- 
clopedia is being found very useful to school pupils. 


The Merrimack Valley Library Association, through loans, 
has continued to make available many worthwhile books in 
various fields. The State Reading Certificate Program for chil- 
dren in grades four through eight has been continued. 110 
five-book certificates and 8 twenty-book or Honor Certificates 
were awarded in June. Books circulated during the year 
totaled 3,804, not including school deposits. Fiction 1,392. Non- 
fiction 946. Juvenile 1,466. There were 266 books added to the 
library collection, making the total book stock 11,801. 


At the annual meeting the trustees elected a new member, 
Mr. Charles J. Kittredge, Jr. to fill a vacancy on the Board. 
For the past four years Prof. Roberts has held the office of 
Treasurer. It was with regret that the trustees accepted his 
resignation from this offiice in which he had served so ably 
and faithfully. 
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The Library Service Bill, signed by President Eisenhower 
June 19, 1956, provides financial assistance from the federal 
government “to promote the further extension by the several 
states of public library service to rural areas without such 
services or with inadequate services.” If the State Library 
Extension Agency establishes a State Regional Library 
Service Center with headquarters in or near Lawrence, as is 
proposed, Boxford will be one of the communities to benefit 
from this grant of $40,000. 


As our town grows, the trustees hope that the Library 
will continue to hold a significant place in the community. 
For any gifts to the Library, and for assistance in library 
chores, especially by the young people, the trustees are very 
grateful.

The following is a detailed report of the activities of the 
Police Department for the year 1956:

During the past year a special effort was made by the 
Police department to educate itself. Three schools were or- 
ganized and attended. First a Red Cross course in First Aid, 
second a course in the use of the resuscitator and third an 
eight weeks course in Police Law and court procedure. The 
Topsfield and Boxford Departments played host to the police 
departments of thirteen surrounding Towns for the Police Law 
school. 

The new cruiser ambulance arrived the day before Deco- 
ration Day and has been used extensively. It has logged nearly 
8,000 miles on ambulance calls and regular patrols since it 
was purchased. 

There has been a substantial increase in the number of 
motor vehicle accidents which occurred in town. About 50% 
of these occurred on the New Route One and were covered by 
the State Police. 

A fire patrol was maintained in conjunction with the fire 
department during the dry season. 

Three of the four calls for the resuscitator were of an 
emergency nature and we are very grateful to the Fire De- 
partment for the privilege of using this equipment, which the 
Town is very fortunate to have available. 

The demands on our department are increasing with every 
passing year and every effort is being made to keep abreast 
with these demands. 

I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the other Town 
departments and the townspeople for their help and coopera- 
tion during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year no major subdivisions have been 
filed with the board for approval. There has been, however, a 
number of building lots created which did not require ap- 
proval other than a notation to that effect. 

Thus it appears that Boxford is developing at a pace that 
will not see the town turned into a crowded suburb overnight. 

The Planning Board recommends steps toward town map- 
ping and master planning to forestall eventual blight and un- 
economic land use, but an event of great significance has 
caused the board to postpone plans in this direction. 

This is the creation of the regional high school to be under- 
taken with Topsfield and Middleton, a necessary facility which 
the Board supports. 

This school will place a heavy tax burden on residents. 
It is the feeling of the board that taxpayers should not be called 
upon to face any additional costs this year. The board also 
urges residents to consider restraint in approving increased 
appropriations this year to hold in check the soaring tax rate. 

Meanwhile, the Board has overhauled the town building 
code. This code is ready to present for consideration. 

Another worthwhile project — town recreation facilities — 
should not be postponed indefinitely since the cost will be 
greater as land takings become more expensive.

Salk Vaccine has been available through the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health for the innoculation of children from 
the age of six months through nineteen years. Clinics were 
conducted during the year by the School Physician, Fred J. 
Nahil, M.D., assisted by Miss Ruth Barnard, R.N., and Mrs. 
Barbara Harrington, R.N. 


Work done in conjunction with the Town Forest Com- 
mittee has made it possible to improve the conditions at the 
Town Dump toward the end of the year. More work is needed 
in order to keep an area suitable for continued use. 


The Board of Health’s representative, Tracy I. Flagg, sani- 
tary engineer, made complete preliminary and final inspection 
during the year of twenty-nine sewerage installations at new 
homes and at three buildings being remodeled. This included 
the relative locations of the wells and sewage disposal systems 
of neighboring buildings. Also, at the end of the year, nineteen 
new homes had received their preliminary inspections and 
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had obtained installation permits. These, with others to be 
built in 1957, will receive careful supervision. Basically, this 
type of service protects the health of the community; it also 
gives the homeowner a reasonable assurance that his system 
will function. The latter must be properly cared for, how- 
ever. 


Four waste disposal conditions that might be hazards to 
the public health were inspected and recommendations made 
for their corrections. Satisfactory completion of the latter was 
accomplished through the cooperation of the responsible in- 
dividuals. 


In addition, two major considerations of subdivisions were 
made. One case involved an entirely new development of land; 
the other was a reconsideration of a section of land which 
had been changed somewhat by the owner.

Included in these figures are $7,592.62 for medical care in 
all of the federal catagories of assistance. These payments are 
made directly to the person or vendor giving the authorized 
service to the recipient of assistance. Medcal payments on a 
monthly and per case average were, Old Age Assistance $422.84 
per month or $30.20 per case; Aid to Dependent Children 
$62.49 per month or $5.21 per case; Disability Assistance $91.86 
per month or $30.62 per case. 
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During the year of 1956 amendments to the Social Security 
Act made some changes in the formulas used to claim reim- 
bursement for aid rendered. These changes should be a bene- 
fit to the town as it will provide a larger amount of federal 
money to be reused in the local programs on a current basis. 
There will be no change in the total monies returned to the 
town but a smaller share will be paid by the state. There have 
been other amendments to the Titles of the Social Security 
Act covering Old Age and Survivors Insurance which will in 
time reduce the cost to the town as more and more people are 
in covered employment and will be able to at least meet part 
of their own needs at time of retirement or enforced depend- 
ency caused by illness or death in the family.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


During the year 1956 the balance of the work on the toilets 
at Lincoln Hall has been completed. Unfortunately, the south 
side and west end of the roof at Lincoln Hall were leaking 
very badly which necessitated the reshingling of this area. 
The five-stall garage authorized by vote of the town in 1956 
has been erected but as yet is incomplete. The plans and 
specifications for this building were contributed by Mr. Mer- 
ton S. Barrows. Some interior painting has been done in the 
Town Hall, but more is needed in both the Town Hall and 
Lincoln Hall, some of which we hope to do in 1957. 


Through the public spirited effort of the American Legion 
Post No. 379, a boulder has been placed on the lower common, 
with a suitable bronze plaque dedicated to the veterans of 
World War II. The town wishes to express its appreciation for 
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the gift from the American Legion and also the generosity 
of the Georgetown Sand & Gravel Company which donated 
the equipment to transport and set up the boulder. Strogney’s 
Service Engineering Company of Georgetown has replaced the 
old wooden flagpole which came down in the 1954 hurricane 
with a metal flagpole near the boulder. The material for this 
pole was the generous contribution of Mrs. Rosamond Price, 
and the labor was contributed by Mr. Strogney. 


On June 22, 1956, the town was presented with an ap- 
proximately 200-page book entitled “Old Roads of Boxford” 
compiled by John W. and Winnifred C. Parkhurst, to whom 
we extend our grateful thanks. | 


Under the Chapter 90 highway and construction programs, 
we have completed, with the exception of one coat of oil, 
Depot Road and Pond Street. A short section of Washington 
Street in West Boxford adjacent to the North Andover town 
line,,was reconstructed to conform with the recent construc- 
tion of Route 133 in North Andover. 


Under the Chapter 81 appropriation, many of the secon- 
dary roads were resurfaced with oil, and two short sections, 
one on Mill Road and one on Spofford Road, were treated with 
oil for the first time. 


Under Chapter 90, maintenance, the combined town ap- 
propriation and state allotment of $1,500.00, was used for re- 
surfacing Willow Road in West Boxford and Ipswich Road in 
Boxford. — 


All of the above funds were spent under the supervision 


of the state highway engineers.

REPORT OF REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Boxford, Mididleton, and Topsfield: 

On October Ist, 1956 following many months of careful 
research and planning, the nine-member Regional School Dis- 
trict Planning Board set forth its findings and recommenda- 
tions for the consideration of the voting citizens in the towns 
of Boxford, Middleton and Topsfield. An overwhelming ma- 
jority in each of the three towns voted in favor of the recom- 
mended regional plan. 

Directly following the October Special Town Meetings 
each member town’s moderator re-appointed the same mem- 
bers of the team previously known as the Regional District 
School Planning Committee to the Interim Regional District 
School Committee, which is to continue the activities until 
the Regular Committee is elected at the March Town Meeting. 

In the ensuing four months this Regional Committee cov- 
ered a great amount of work — detailed in nature, wide in 
scope and with considerable speed, in view of the needs for 
which the program is intended. 

This writing affords the member towns a brief accounting 
of the progress made to date. 

To provide for proper legal protection of all activities, 
the Committee early decided to employ a legal counsel experi- 
enced in the field of regional school affairs. 

To assist in keeping the records of the meetings and to 
carry on the necessary correspondence promptly, the services 
of a stenographer were acquired. 
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Because of the many ramifications involved in the initial 
planning, it was necessary for the nine-member committee 
to handle certain parts of the program through sub-commit- 
tees. A sub-committee was appointed to develop the educa- 
tional specifications, and to carry on the necessary conferences 
with the Department of Education and other educational 
leaders. 


Superintendents Johnson, Dower, and Smith of the three 
member towns are contributing invaluably to this committee. 
A Site Committee responsible for a thorough study of every 
possible school site was appointed to carry on this work. 
Thirteen site studies were carefully investigated and surveyed 
by the committee. During the last week in January of 1957 an 
option on the property presently owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick H. McComiskey on Endicott Street in Boxford was 
executed. 


In terms of location this site is ideally situated, being near 
where the three towns meet. The approaches from all direc- 
tions are good. Access to the town water of Topsfield, which 
is very close, is thus obtained, and its use will provide an 
adequate supply of water and will materially reduce the cost 
of fire insurance. The land is virtually clear of obstructions 
and the terrain is such that it will lend itself well to the loca- 
tion of a proper school building. 


After interviewing a considerable number of architects, 
the firm of Rich and Tucker Associates of Boston was selected 
to perform the architectural services. The Committee’s pre- 
liminary discussions with the architects have led it to believe 
that a school building meeting the educational needs of the 
district will result. 


Interviews have been carried out in connection with engi- 
neering survey and test boring services. These services must 
be accomplished prior to architectural sketches. By the time 
this report is in your hands this stage of the work will have 
been finished, and the architectural sketches should be nearly 
completed. 
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The planning aid money, appropriated at the October 1, 
1956 Special Town Meetings, totaling $55,500.00, has been re- 
ceived and deposited in the District’s account. Of this amount 
the Committee has invested $40,000.00 in 90-day U.S. Treasury 
Bills at a yield in excess of 3%. Until certain known expendi- 
tures become due, it is felt that a portion of the district’s 
account should be invested in this manner in order to realize 
earnings. 


In its quest of a name for the school district the Commit- 
tee had extended discussions and a number of names were 
considered. To achieve a name that had a meaning for the 
three towns was somewhat difficult. However, upon searching 
the historical background of the towns it was found that an 
Indian sagamore, at the time of settlement, held claim to the 
lands of all three towns. Hence, the name of that Indian chief 
or sagamore, “Masconomet,” was chosen. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation and 
thanks to all the citizens and officals of the three towns who 
have been most generous and helpful to the Committee in 
assisting it in carrying on its work.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The spring term of school this past year was very satis- 
factory. The school year ended with a very pleasant ceremony, 
graduating a record number of students. 

During the summer the roads and parking areas around 
all the school buildings were resurfaced. The Gardner Morse 
School was redecorated inside. The outside steps and platform 
of the Aaron Wood School were replaced. 

When school reopened in the fall the vacancy for the 
permanent fourth grade teaching position had not been ful- 
filled. Mrs. Hills substituted in this grade for a few weeks un- 
til a permanent teacher was obtained. Early in the fall the 
well that served the Aaron Wood School and the Harry Lee 
Cole School failed and it was necessary to drill a new well. 
The School Committee is very grateful to Mr. Frank Viera 
for his immediate response in answer to this emergency. Sim- 
ilar cooperation from others enabled us to keep schools in 
Session with very little interruption. 

The management of the hot lunch program and the quality 
and preparation of the meals being served continues to be a 
financial self-sustaining enterprise along lines of top success. 
To meet the increasing demands of this program the kitchen 
recently has been augmented with a new deep freeze locker 
and electric range. 

It is the desire and intent of the School Committee to 
expand the hot lunch program in the near future to handle 
the requirements of the Gardner Morse pupils in the west 
end of town. 

Mr. John Branch, the principal at the Harry Lee Cole 
School, left us in December for a more promising position. 
He was replaced by Mr. Joseph Ritchie, who has taught for 
several years in the Groveland schools. 

The athletic program, recently taken over by Mr. Ritchie, 
continues to expand with even greater participation than in 
previous years. It is the express aim of our athletic program to 
develop character and collective co-operation in team spirit, 
win-lose-or draw. 
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Late in the fall the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Wil- 
liam Johnson, was obliged to suspend his work for several 
months due to a serious illness. 

Our school program is now on a very commendable level 
with good transportation, superior bus operators and an ex- 
cellent teaching staff. All schools operate on an efficient well- 
organized system that gives the students a balanced mental 
and physical development. 

Our need at the Harry Lee Cole School is further improve- 
ment of the playing field and more playground equipment. 

Our school population is certain to grow each year as new 
homes are constructed. Combining the growth of our school 
enrollment with increased costs in supplies and utilities and 
the long overdue respect owed to the teacher salary picture, 
the total cost of school operations continues to rise over pre- 
ceding years. 

The regional junior-senior high school program for the 
towns of Boxford, Middleton and Topsfield, presently in the 
planning stages, will be a genuinely relieving answer to the 
ever increasing tuition problems currently confronting the 
Boxford School Committee. At present the top four grades 
are literally “farmed” out to three different high schools in 
nearby towns. In the past as in the present we have been more 
than grateful to these neighboring towns for handling our 
secondary education. However, they too are being pressed to 
provide much more classroom space to handle their own 
students. Although this is a problem common in national scope 
we can be thankful for the current demonstrated move to 
handle this situation at our local level. 

The School Committee wishes to express its appreciation 
to the townspeople for their continued interest in the educa- 
tion of the children in our town.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


My annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the 
year ending December 31, 1956 is herewith submitted. 


It is a year ago since I called your attention to the prob- 
lems of increasing school enrolment and teacher salary needs. 
I referred you to my report for the year 1955 and stated that 
enrolment in our elementary grades continued to grow in 1956 
and will continue to increase further in 1957. High School en- 
rolment has increased as anticipated and will be greater than 
ever in September 1957. The trend of teacher salaries continues 
upward, requiring greater budget estimates in this area as 
well as in our estimate for tuition, since tuition rates reflect 
costs in communites to which we tuition our high school 
pupils. 


There were two changes in our teaching staff during 
1956: Miss Harriet Edwards, a graduate of the University of 
North Carolina, replaced Mrs. Evelyn Wilson, who resigned 
as teacher of the fourth grade at the end of June 1956 and 
Mr. Joseph Ritchie, of Haverhill, replaced Mr. John Branch 
as teaching principal of Boxford Village in December. Mr. 
Ritchie was a teacher in the upper elementary grades at 
Groveland prior to coming to Boxford and has a Masters De- 
gree from Boston College. 


Pupil progress in the Boxford Schools continues on a high 
level. The record of Boxford pupils in the high schools which 
they attend reflects the adequacy of their elementary prepa- 
ration. 


The acceptance of the regional school as a permanent 
solution of our secondary school problem was a great educa- 
tional step in Boxford and the two other communities in- 
volved. Part ownership in a school, not only guarantees a 
secondary school for our pupils but also provides for Boxford 
participation in the policy making of the secondary school 
which its pupils attend for the first time. 
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In closing, I extend my appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee, Town Officials, Parents and Teachers for their coopera- 
tion during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the 


School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Music for the school year of 1956. 


For the past few years our basic music texts have been 
the American Singer, grades one through five, and the Ameri- 
can singer plus the Ginn Series, grades six through eight. By 
the end of the sixth grade, children should have acquired the 


following: 

1. Pleasure in participating in singing, dancing, drama- 
tizing and musical games. 

2. Developed a repertory of songs. 

3. Ability to sing alone as well as with others. Having 
facility in parts as well as unison singing. 

4. Ability to hear, imitate, see, and read many simple 
chordal and scale-wise progressions found in songs. 

0. Ability to read and interpret rhythmic patterns found 
in songs. 

6. Ability to use his imagination in creating both melodies 
and verses to songs as well as creating pictures to music 
heard. 

7, Pleasure in listening to music performed by others as 


well as recordings. 
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8. Introduction to simple rhythmic instruments as well as 
those commonly employed in the band and the orches- 
tra. 


Grades seven and eight meet three times weekly where 
the appreciation and enjoyment of music is increased and 
developed. 


In June, a successful presentation of the operetta “Crea- 
tures of Impulse” was staged by grades six, seven, and eight, 
followed by eighth grade graduation exercises. 


The P.T.S. purchased a three-speed portable phonograph 
with the proceeds from this operetta. The phonograph is avail- 
able to any classroom as needed. 


For the cooperation given me by you and all the teachers 
of Boxford, I am very grateful.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford, Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1956. 


The art program in the Town of Boxford consists of a 
weekly visit to each room; the lower grades having half an 
hour while the upper ones have forty-five minutes. This in- 
cludes East and West Boxford. Alternate lessons are planned 
for the classroom teacher. 


The showcase in the Harry Lee Cole School has served as 
an opportunity for the Junior High students to experiment 
with the Window Display this year. Ideas are thought out, 
committees formed, and a deadline set for the display. This 
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is a practical application of theories learned during the art 
lessons. 

Freedom of expression is encouraged in all grades, but a 
foundation of the laws of design, and the principles of sound 
composition, are constantly stressed. Successful methods for 
care of pupil tools used in art are emphasized, in order that 
equipment, such as watercolor boxes, brushes, etc. are pre- 
served. Without proper care, supplies quickly deteriorate. 

In the lower grades paper cutting and construction form 
a large factor in developing coordination. The results of these 
are often in the form of holiday and classroom decorations 

Various media are used to keep the child’s interest and 
imagination vivid, offering each child the advantage of ex- 
pression with contrasting methods. The following are a few 
examples: painting, drawing, cutting, constructing, finger- 
painting, potato printing, compositon, chalk, watercolor, fig- 
ure drawing, paper sculpture, etc. 

In the upper grades more advanced media are introduced, 
such as: speed ball lettering, poster work, drawing board 
simple perspective, fabric stencilling, advanced paper sculp- 
ture, watercolor advanced color theory, pencil technique, 
simple stage scenery, advanced lettering, simple model work 
of buildings, and decorative paper design. 

May I at this time express gratitude for the friendliness 
and cooperation of the principal and teachers of both schools 
in Boxford and the school department.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN AND NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 

We herewith submit our annual report as school physician 
and nurse for the Town of Boxford. 

This has been a very busy year in the health department 
due to increased enrolment and the advent of the Salk Vac- 
cine. 

Diphtheria-tetanus immunizations: 

During the spring of this year, pupils in all grades were 
inoculated against diphtheria-tetanus infection. 

Salk Vaccine: 

During the month of February, the pupils selected to be 
given the vaccine by the National Polio Foundation were given 
their second inoculation. With vaccine for polio inoculations 
becoming more plentiful in the spring, all pupils so desiring, 
up to the age of 15, were immunized. The second dose was 
given in July. 

The 15 to 19 year group response within the town was 
low, because of the enrolment in out-of-town high schools. 
These towns provided for the inoculations. 

T. B. Patch testing: 

A request was received from the Essex County Health 
Associaton in December to start a 5 year testing program in 
the schools to include children in the first, fourth and seventh 
grades. This was accomplished with 100 per cent cooperation 
on the part of children and parents. 

Pre-School Clinic: 

The attendance at these clinics in May attests to the value 
placed on having children receive their physical examinations 
before entering the first grade. 

We wish to thank all teachers for their cooperation this 
year.

on Loans, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Town Clerk, Ac- 
countant, Selectmen and all other necessary and proper ex- 
penses arising during said year. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 for the maintenance of Road Machinery, 
said amount to be transferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$3,000.00 for the Reserve Fund, said amount to be transferred 
from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
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row money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1957, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, paying within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws.

REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The voters of the Town of Boxford met on March 4, 
1957, at 8:00 p.m. in the Harry Lee Cole School for their 
annual Town Meeting. After a brief prayer by Rev. William 
O. Hoover, the business meeting was conducted by William 
J. Greenler, the moderator. The action taken was as follows: 


Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the Town 
Officers and Committees, as printed in the Town Report. 


Article 2. Voted to adopt the budget as printed in 
the Town Report. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be 
transferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. Voted to appropriate $3,000.00 for the 
Reserve Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay 
Reserve. 
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Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1957, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, paying within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General 
Laws. 


Article 6. Voted unanimously to allow bills of charge 
and raise and appropriate $109.79 to pay for them as fol- 
lows: Boxford Community Store, $11.96; Roberts Contract- 
ing Co., $22.50; Building Inspector, $23.80; and Wire Ins- 
pector, $51.80. 


Article 7. Voted to continue the same rate of com- 
pensation for labor in the severa] departments as last year. 


Voted that all town labor working 25 weeks a year or 
its equivalent on an 8-hour day, 5-day week basis, be granted 
one week off a year with pay. Furthermore, all full-time help 
shall be granted two weeks off a year with pay, and said 
~ vacation time shal] be taken off in order to receive com- 
pensation; also, all full-time help shall be granted five holi- 
days with pay, namely January 1, May 30, July 4, Thanks- 
giving, and Christmas. In the event that circumstances 
require said labor to work on the preceding holidays, and 
recipient of said holiday pay shall be required to take 8 hours 
off at the earliest possible time after said holiday. The time 
of such time off shall be left in the hands of the respective 
department heads so that no disruption of service will occur. 


Article 8. Voted to authorize the assessors to use 
$10,000.00 free cash in the treasury for the purpose of 
reducing the tax rate for the current year. 


Article 9. Voted to appropriate $484.78 refunded 
from the County on account of dog licenses, said amount to 
be divided equally between the libraries in the two ends of 
town. 
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Article 10. Voted to raise and appropriate $600.00 
to be divided equally between the two libraries for use 
toward the maintenance of same. 


Article 11. Voted unanimously to enact a new build- 
ing code by-law as presented in mimeographed form, with 
one amendment as follows: Under Article V, Section 1, deal- 
ing with Foundations, replace the line “If of concrete... 
not less than eight inches thick” with the line “If of con- 
crete, not less than ten inches thick for full height cellar 
walls, and not less than eight inches thick for walls not over 
four feet high.’’ 


Article 12. Voted to petition the State Legislature, if 
necessary to authorize the Town of Boxford to grant the 
Town of Topsfield permission to extend its water system 
solely to the proposed regional school. 


Article 13. Voted that the proposed construction on 
Topsfield Road be referred to the Planning Board and the 
Selectmen for study, and that included in the recommen- 
dations of the Planning Board in this matter, to be presented 

ithin four months, there be an additional recommendation 
concerning the advisability of having a master plan of the 
town made, and a recommendation regarding_how this mas- 
ter plan may be accomplished. 


Article 14. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Reve- 
nue $32,000.00 to meet the State and County allotments for 
highways and any other highway relocation, repair, or con- 
struction done in anticipation of reimbursement, said money 
when reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue, 


Article 15. Voted to ‘pass over. 
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Article 16. Voted that two bouquets of flowers decor- 
ating the stage be given to the oldest residents of each 
parish.

The voters of Boxford met at the Harry Lee Cole 
School on June 14, 1957 at 8 p.m. with about 65 people 
present. After a prayer by Rev. William O. Hoover, the 
meeting was conducted by William J. Greenler, the moder- 
ator, and the following business was transacted : 


Article 1. Voted to pass over. 


Article 2. Voted to transfer the sum of $200.00 to 
_ Essex Welfare District and $400.00 to Board of Health, both 
amounts to come from $600.00 appropriated for the libraries 
under Article 10 at the last annual meeting. 


Article 3. Voted to accept the recommendations of 
the Planning Board in regard to the improvement and re- 
location of a portion of Topsfield Road under provision of 
Chapter 90, and to instruct the Selectmen to carry out the 
above improvement with funds available from Chapter 718 
of the Acts of 1956. 


Article 4. Voted that the sum of $1000 available from 
Chapter 718, Acts of 1956, be used for the repair and im- 
provement of Baldpate Road under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 90. 


Article 5. Voted unanimously to enact the following 
by-law under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 21A: 
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Section I. All officers and employees of the town paid 
on the basis of time worked, except those appointed by the 
School Committee, shall be entitled to vacation leave with- 
out loss of pay as follows: (a) For 1000 hours worked dur- 
ing the twelve months ending June 1 of any year forty hours 
leave. (b) For each 200 hours worked in excess of 1000 
during the twelve months ending June 1 of each year, 8 
hours leave. No time shall be counted in units of less than 
200 hours. (c) The maximum leave allowable shall be eighty 
hours in one year, regardless of time worked, and shall be 
taken during the twelve months after it is earned; and no 
vacation leave shall be allowed any employee who works 
less than 1000 hours during the twelve months ending June 
Ist of any year. (d) Employees working for more than one 
department during the twelve months ending June 1st may 
combine the working time in the several departments for 
the purpose of computing the amount of vacation leave earn- 
ed: but in such case the rate of pay while on vacation leave 
shall be computed by apportioning and pro-rating the rates 
of pay at which such employee worked for the several de- 
partments. 


Section II. Employees of the town who have worked 
1000 hours during the six months immediately preceding 
Jan. lst, May 30th, July 4th, Labor Day, Thanksgiving, and 
Christmas shall be entitled to leave on such days without loss 
of pay equivalent to eight hours of work. If such 1000 hours 
worked were at different rates of pay, the pay for such 
holiday shall be apportioned and ‘prorated accordingly. 
Employees who shall have worked at least 500 hours but 
less than 100 hours during the six months immediately 
preceding said holidays shall be entitled to leave with pay 
on such holidays equivalent to four hours of work, similarly 
apportioned if earned at different rates of pay. 


Section III. Leave for the current year shall be grant- 
ed on the basis of time worked during the twelve months 
next preceding the effective date of the by-law, at the rate 
set forth in Section I. 
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Article 6. Voted the sum of $1,150.00 be transferred 
from the Excess and Deficiency Fund, to be allocated be- 
tween Highways and the Town Accountant’s Appropriations. 


Article 7. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed to 
carry out the resolution in regard to recreational facilities 
as voted under Article 23 of the annual Town Meeting of 
March 5, 1955 and to report to the town within six months 
of this date.

- School on Dec. 6, 1957 at'8 p.m. with about 55 voters present. 
After a moment of silent prayer the meeting was conducted 
by William J. Greenler, Jr., moderator, and the following 
business was transacted: 


Article 1. The Board of Selectmen reported that they 
had investigated the following sites for a town bathing 
beach: the Boys Scouts property off Topsfield Road; a large 
pool opposite the Townsend Farm in Fish Brook ; the George 
Clay Beach at Stiles Pond; and land on Depot Pond near 
Roundtop on the Kelsey property. It was voted that the 
matter be referred to the Planning Board with instructions 
to investigate further and to report at the next annua] town 
meeting. 


Dr. Stephen J. Maddock reported that the Board of

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January 29, 1958 

During 1957, the board approved two small sub- 

divisions containing 2 lots and several land plans creating 

a number of lots. To date, there is an 18-lot subdivision pend- 
ing before the board. 


There has been no large-scale, tract developing, rather 
a steady growth on an individual construction basis. 
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The Board played an aggressive role in guiding the re- 
building of Topsfield Road in order to preserve this attrac- 
tive entrance to town. The fine cooperation among the town 
high department, selectmen and state engineers in the course 
of several conferences has resulted in commendation from 
the abutters. The Board feels when the shoulders and sur- 
_ face are finished in the spring the objectives of safety and 
beauty will be realized. 


Another major accomplishment in 1957 was the adop- 
tion of a strengthened building code, a composite of the 
best features of codes in a number of fine residential com- 
munities. 


A proposed lot plan of the so-called Bald Hill area was 
not approved by the Board because there was reason to 
doubt that the lots would front on an existing public way. 
Members of the Board felt it was a proper matter for the 
court to decide. 


Several meetings have been held on the subject of 
long range planning for the town under the federal assis- 
tance program attended by professional planning consultants 

in an effort to determine a low-cost practical start. 


The Board feels it is imperative to adopt a long-range 
view together with some form of a long-range capital 
budget program, a necessary step if Boxford is to keep its 
open look, grow in an orderly fashion and keep some con- 
trol of the spiraling tax rate. 


A study has been started on possible swimming and 
recreation sites.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The five stall garage authorized by vote of the town, 
has been completed during the year as far as the building 
is concerned, but the landscaping of the grounds has been 
delayed because of the very dry summer and fall. 


The interior of Lincoln Hall was redecorated and new 
lights ‘installed. We are tindebted to the West Boxford 
Grange for their donations toward this work and to Mr. 
Richard P. Chadwick who contributed generously for the 
lighting. 
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We are still working on a similar project in the Town 
Hall and here again the Boxford Grange is contributing. 


During the summer, the interior of the Community 
House was painted. The floor was refinished by Mrs. Cun- 
ningham and Mrs. Bedell who use the building for a 
nursery school. 


By the acceptance of various sub-division roads during 
1957, the town has added approximately 3 miles of highway, 
making a total road mileage of 59.57 which will increase 
the Chapter 81 allotment from the state to $16,500. 


Sunrise Road in Boxford and a section of Lily Pond 
Road in West Boxford were oiled due to the generosity 
of residents on both roads. 


Some very necessary repairs to the bridges on Town 
Road and Mill Road have been completed this year. 


A grant of land for the sum of $1.00, made by Mr. 
Moses Alpers and Dr. Maurice Shulman has made it pos- 
sible to start a very much needed improvement on Baldpate 
Road. 


Under Chapter 81, in addition to general maintenance, 
sections of School Street, Mill, Bare Hill, Spofford and Valley 
Roads have been treated with oil for the first time. 


Under Chapter 90 a section of Topsfield Road from the 
overpass on Route 1 northerly, has been rebuilt. 


The final coat of oi] was applied to Depot Road and 
Pond Street to complete the 1956 Chapter 90 Project. 


The work done with funds allotted from Chapters 81 
and 90 was under the supervision of the State District 
Highway Engineers. 


A suit was begun against Louis H. McAloon as builder 
of the Harry Lee Cole School, joining the Town as co- 
defendant, by the late Harold L, Cassino for injuries suf- 
fered at a function of the schools. 
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This action is being defended in Superior Court, it 
being the claim of the Town that the builder’s insurance 
should cover the liability, if any, and that there is no 
liability on the part of the Town in any event. Mr. Cassino 
died during the pendency of the suit and at the date of 
this report no action has been taken to substitute an 
executor or administrator to prosecute this action.

The following report is made by Tracy I. Flagg, Sani- 
tary Engineer for the Board of Health: 
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“At the close of 1957, I have made final inspections of 
the sewage disposal installations at 50 new homes. The 
safe location of the wells, relative to the disposal installa- 
tions, was also checked. Five sewerage systems were checked 
also, where new or extended sewerage works were develop- 
ed for older buildings. One of these was a semi-public 
establishment, 


Other work necessary for proper environmental sani- 
tation included water samples from ‘public buildings and 
several homes, inspections of two sub-divisions of land and 
the inspection and recommendations on a hog farm causing 
intra-community complaints. 


The recreation camps of Boxford were all carefully 
inspected and written recommendations sent to those where 
defects were noted. Next year the follow-up inspections will 
be directed toward the correction of the faults, but will 
also include the routine, generalized supervision.” 


The use of the Town Dump has increased markedly 
with the rapid growth of the population of Boxford. It is 
obvious that certain regulations will have to be made for 
its proper and orderly usage. The Board of Health plans 
to clean up the present approach to the dump from Spofford 
Road to the beginning of the circle and to permit no dump- 
ing in this area, thus removing an unsightly view to the 
passersby on the road. A fence and gate will be erected 
the land reseeded and trees planted. 


During the fall of last year the Highway Department 
dug a water hole for fire protection and utilized the loam 
removed for work on Topsfield Road. This water hole should 
be enclosed by a fence for the protection of the children 
of the neighborhood. Its presence makes it possible to burn 
over the dump at frequent intervals without any fire hazard. 


The Board of Health has placed an item of $1,000.00 
in the budget for the services of a caretaker or supervisor. 
It will be necessary to place some restrictions on the hours 
when the dump will be open, but an attempt will be made 
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to have these hours arranged satisfactorily for the towns- 
people. It is important to have supervision because resi- 
dents of adjoining towns are now using our dump whenever 
they choose. The caretaker, moreover, could supervise the 
sites for dumping, as well as the burning and covering of 
the trash.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from 
April 10, 1955, the date of the previous examination, to 
July 27, 1957, the following report being submitted thereon: 

An examination and verification was made of the 
recorded financial transactions of the town, as shown on 
the books of the departments receiving or disbursing money 
or committing bills for collection. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book and with the records 
of departmental payments to the treasurer, while the re- 
corded disbursements were checked with the treasury war- 
rants and with the records of payments by the treasurer. 


The appropriations and transfers, 2s listed from the 
town clerk’s record of town meetings and from the finance 
committees’ records of reserve fund transfers, were checked 
with the appropriation accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 


An analysis was made of the ledger accounts, the neces- 
sary adjusting entries resulting from the audit were made, 
a trial balance was drawn off, and a balance sheet which 
is appended to this report, was prepared showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town on July 27, 1957. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and compared with the records of payments to the 
treasurer by the several departments and with other sources 
from which the town received money, while the recorded 
payments were compared with the treasury warrants and 
with the town accountant’s books. 

The cash book was footed throughout for the period 
of the audit, and the cash balance on July 27, 1957 was 
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verified by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. | 

The reported payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The 
bond and coupon account was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the bank of deposit. 

The transactions of the several trust and investment 
funds in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees 
of the Jonathan Tyler Barker Free School Fund were veri- 
fied, and the securities and savings bank books representing 
the investment of these funds were personally examined 
and listed. 

The records of payroll deductions on account of Fed- 
eral taxes and the county retirement system were examined. 
The payments to the Director of Internal Revenue and the 
county treasurer were verified, and the unpaid balances 
were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes transferred to tax titles were 
compared with the collector’s records, the redemptions were 
checked with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s 
cash book, and the tax titles on hand were listed and com- 
pared with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The taxes, motor vehicle 
and trailer excise, and special taxes outstanding according 
to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and checked with the assessors’ 
warrants issued for their collection. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the recorded abatements were com- 
pared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the controlling accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 

Further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
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the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, 
listed, are correct. 

The records of departmental cash collections by the 
town clerk, the selectmen, the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, the inspector of buildings and plumbing, as well as 
by the school, and all other departments in which money 
was collected, were examined and checked. The payments 
to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to the town 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand in the several 
departments was proved by actual count. 

The surety bonds on file for the several town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in ‘proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s 
and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor 
vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, and departmental 
accounts, aS well as schedules showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from all officials of the town, for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appre- 
ciation.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The annual report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31st, 1957 is hereby submitted: 


In our 1954 Report we stated that our new school would 
give us enrollment growth facilities for a period of at least 
five years. This fact still remains despite the rapid increased 
enrollment. However, the forecasted fifth year is approach- 
ing and we must prepare for the eventual expansion of our 
grades. The Fall of 1958 will definitely demand two first 
grade classrooms. Currently, the second through sixth 
grades are more than full with an average of more than 
69 pupils. Therefore, we are instituting a separate article 
in the warrant to complete the two unfinished rooms in the 
Harry Lee Cole School as was our projected plan when 
the new school was built. 


We would like to call your attention to the report of the 
Superintendent in regards to this matter. 

In the Spring of the year, after talking with the Superin- 
tendent, and investigating other school systems, we felt it 
wise educationally to revise the entrance age requirements. 
A child must attain the age of 5 before Jan. 1st in order 
to enter the first grade the following September. 

The use of the Harry Lee Cole School facilities has 
greatly increased over that of the previous year. With many 
organizations taking advantage of the all-purpose room, 
the weekly calendar has been full. 

The School Committee has been pleased to see the 
increased interest of PTA and the continuous representation 
of same at our meetings. 

During the year the Committee has seen to the general 
maintenance of the three schools. Unusual expense occurred 
in re-drilling the well at the Gardner Morse School, but we 
were able to absorb the cost in current school budget. 

We were able to complete several minor projects, 
among which was enlarging the hot top walks and the 
placing of a hot top curb around the Cole School, purchase 
of swings, expansion of the Schoo] library, purchase of a 
sound recorder and visual aids in the way of a new film 
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strip and slide projector, installation of a P.A. system and 
purchase of much needed power mowers. It is felt that 
these will supplement our educational program. 

The major increases in our school budget — namely 
salaries, tuition, and transportation — make up the largest 
part of the increased budget over 1957, which will include 
two additional teachers, and salary increases for our current 
staff. Tuition rates are still increasing and unfortunately 
we will be enrolling more students than we graduate. 

We continue to take pride in our teaching staff as well 
as the scholastic achievements of our Boxford pupils as 
they progress into secondary schools and beyond. 

In closing this report, we would like to call attention 
to the report of the Superintendent and department heads 
which cover the activities of our system more fully. We 
would like to express our appreciation for their cooperation 
and endeavors during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1957. 

A year ago I called your attention to the increasing 
enrolment of our elementary schools together with the 
large number of pupils on the high school level. During the 
past year the enrolment growth has been greater than any 
previous forecasts and promises to continue at an accele- 
rated rate. 

You will note from the enrolment figures on a subse- 
quent page of this report that each of our six lower grade 
classes has an enrolment of 33 or more pupils. Large classes 
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are economical from a cost standpoint but our job is to 
provide situations wherein each individual pupil may profit 
most through his school years under the guidance of capable 
teachers. We should aim to provide situations where there 
are not over 25 pupils in each of the three lower grade 
classes and not over 30 pupils in upper grade classes. 

Continued building of new homes in Boxford should 
make it evident that by September 1959 the enrolment of 
our schools will reach the point where we should have 
twelve classrooms for our lower six grades. In September 
1958, we should have the twelve rooms for our eight elemen- 
tary grades. Provision should be made at the 1958 town 
meeting for two rooms on the lower floor of the Cole School 
in the space provided for that purpose. 


On many occasions I have stated that I considered the 
teacher as the prime influence in pupil progress. Spacious, 
modern classrooms, fine books, abundant supplies and small 
class size are wonderful, but with an incompetent teacher, 
are little more than waste. We are fortunate in having 
a very competent teaching staff leading, guiding, and driving 
for the best from our pupils, I know that there are some 
who may object to the word, “driving’’, but I am sure that 
effort is essential to progress. 


If we are to maintain high educational standards we 
must retain a competent school staff. Teachers salaries 
throughout the country are continually increasing which 
makes it imperative that we provide for libera] salary in- 
creases each year during the years immediately ahead. 
Teacher shortages and the increasing demand for teachers 
will result in minimum salaries for the inexperienced teacher 
of $4000 by September 1959. To meet this anticipated level 
would require per-teacher salary increases in Boxford of 
approximately $400 in September 1958 and $400 in Septem- 
ber 1959. 


The record of our pupils in secondary school indicates 
that they have the elementary schoo] background necessary 
for success in high school. It is gratifying to observe aca- 
demic accomplishments of our pupils and also to find that 
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our boys and girls are participating in the extra curricula 
activities of the schools they attend. 

In closing this report, I call your attention to the reports 
and statistics which follow and express my appreciation to 
the members of the school staff, parents and School Com- 
mittee for their cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford: 

I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Art for the 
past year ending December 31, 1957. 

The Art program in the Town of Boxford consisted 
of weekly visits to each of the classrooms in the three schools, 
which takes one and one-half days per week. The lessons 
averaged from half an hour in the lower grades to forty 
minutes in the upper. Alternate lesson guides were discussed 
with the room teacher besides assistance in classroom pro- 
jects when needed. 

Creative art and formal] art are interwoven, for without 
each other, the basic underlying principles would be weak- 
ened. The sound fundamentals of lettering, perspective, 
composition, construction, color, design, etc., are introduced 
along with the crafts so important in the school years. Here, 
every child will have an opportunity to express his individu- 
ality where there are many mediums to work with, such as 
in papier mache-paper pulp, wet chalk, speedbal] lettering, 
poster work, paper sculpture, also block printing and silk 
screen to be introduced. 

Audio Visual training was experienced by showing 
motion pictures both in color and sound. The subjects were 
house models, potato printing, puppets and soap sculpture. 
These were followed by classroom activity on the subjects 
shown. 
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Art education should endeavor to develop an apprecia- 
tive amount of creative ability which enables a child to apply 
to every part of his life. 

The art program included corridor and showcase dis- 
plays, room borders, bulletin borders. This correlates art 
with the social studies, science, reading, etc. Holiday con- 
struction projects are beneficial in handicraft and encour- 
ages the children to continue independently at home, which 
increases individual creativeness, 

The school allows the children to enter well established 
poster contests! two in particular are the M.S.P.C.A. Boston 
Animal Poster and the Massachusetts Safety Contest. The 
aim is not the “winning” as a primary objective but to pre- 
sent acceptable work based on a required theme and meeting 
the date for its completion. All of which are factors one 
meets as an adult. | 

May I express my appreciation to all with whom I have 
had the pleasure of working this past year.

The Salk program in school has ended, as the State does 
not allocate serum for children over one year of age. If any 
parent in town desires inoculations for infants, hey mes 
receive them from their family physician. 
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Diphtheria-tetanus inoculations were administered to 
91 pupils. This is always a necessity for school children. 


The T. B. Patch testing entered its second year of the 
five year testing program. This year 93 out of 94 pupils in 
the tested grades were negative.

VOCATIONAL 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


It has been indicated in previous reports from the 
Finance Committee and very excellently detailed reports 
from the Regional Dist. Schoo] Committee, that 1958 would 
feel the full tax inpact of both the capital expenditures 
for increased educational facilities and increased school 
operating expenses. 

In reviewing a record high proposed budget it is not- 
able that approximately 60% of the towns intended expendi- 
tures for 1958 are allocated for school purposes. 

In addition to the school situation, there have been 
continually increasing demands on most other departments 
for increasing services. The department heads have been 
extremely judicial in keeping their requests for higher bud- 
gets down. However, due to the past and future growth of 
the town, certain increases in operational costs and capital 
expenditures are unavoidable. 

These facts add up to the highest tax rate in the history 
of the town, and we feel that the townspeople should use 
every effort during the ensuing year to keep town operating 
costs at a minimum. 

A request has been presented to the Selectmen to 
increase the membership of the Finance Committee to a 
total of five members.

Article 4. Voted to appropriate $3,000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 5. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the Revenue of the financial year, be- 
ginning January 1, 1958, and to issue a note or notes, therefor, 
paying within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 6. Voted to pass over. 
Article 7. Voted to pass over. 


Article 8. Voted to appropriate $429.14, refunded from 
the County on account of dog licenses, to be equally divided 
between the libraries of the two parishes. 


Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate $600.00 to be 
divided equally between the two libraries for use toward the 
maintenance of the same. 
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Article 10. Voted to transfer from Surplus Revenue the 
sum of $10,000.00 for the purpose of completing the two un- 
finished school class rooms in the Harry L. Cole School. 


Article 11. Voted to pass over until next special Town 
Meeting. 


Article 12. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,500.00 to purchase a 1,000 gallon tank truck. 


Article 13. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the purpose of trading the Police ambulance 
cruiser for a 1958 model. 


Article 14. Voted to repair and improve a section of Main 
Street, under Chapter 90, and to appropriate therefor the sum 
of $2,500.00, said sum to be transferred from the funds re- 
ceived from the state under the provisions of Chapter 718, 
Acts of 1956. 


Article 15. Voted to appropriate the sum of $500.00 for 
the permanent construction of Baldpate Road, said sum to be 
transferred from the funds received from the State under the 
provisions of Chapter 718, Acts of 1956. 


Article 16. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $24,000.00 to meet the State and County allotments 
for highways, and any other relocations, repair or construc- 
tion done in anticipation of reimbursement, said money when 
reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 17. Voted to authorize the Assessors to use 
$10,000.00 free cash in the Treasury for the purpose of reduc- 
ing the tax rate for the current year.

Realization that successful living depends on a “better- 
read, better-informed America” has become more than ever 
apparent to the average citizen. Our Library has tried to fur- 
nish as wide a variety of reading material as possible of “what 
has been, what is, and what might be.” 


With higher costs of maintenance and of books, it has not 
been possible to purchase enough books to meet the requests 
of the increasing number of borrowers in our parish. If it had 
not been for the Mobile Library Service from the State Re- 
gional Library Center, located in North Reading, the supply of 
books would have been inadequate. 


Since January 1958, a total of 1933 books have been bor- 
rowed from the Bookmobile. Circulation adult fiction 762; 
adult non-fiction 654; juvenile fiction 370; juvenile non-fiction 
147. Books purchased for our Library in 1958 total 194. Added 
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by gifts 24. Total circulation of Boxford Public Library books 
adult fiction 1,511; adult non-fiction 1,342; juvenile fiction 2,142; 
juvenile non-fiction 387. These figures show the need of the 
continuance of the Bookmobile Service. 


The Massachusetts Division of Library Extension recom- 
mends that this service be taken over by the State, and there- 
fore has included in the budget request for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1959, full expenses for financing the State Re- 
gional Library Center at North Reading with State funds 
rather than the present federal money-grant-in-aid. This re- 
quest will need strong citizen interest and active support 
through our legislators. It would be worthwhile for everyone 
to try to visit the Bookmobile at least once when it comes to 
Boxford. The date and hour can be learned from the librarians. 


Book deposits have continued to be made in our schools. 
Good interest in the Children’s State Certificate Reading Pro- 
gram has been maintained with the cooperation of the teachers. 
Two hundred and thirty-five Five Book Certificates and 39 
Honor Certificates have been awarded this past year. 


The Trustees are very grateful to all who have contrib- 
uted in any way in making our library of greater service and 
interest to our community.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


A Superior Court decision upholding the Board’s refusal 
to approve the so-called Bald Hill subdivision, a legal action 
brought by the developers against the Board directly, undoubt- 
edly established a precedent that will prevent future hap- 
hazard residential growth on seldom-used wood roads and cart 
paths which would be costly to the town. 
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Three subdivisions came before the Board during the past 
year. One was dropped. The other two were approved. A num- 
ber of houses have been built in the Boxford Highlands area 
and the section known as Greenacres. Also during the year 
a number of lots have been created on existing ways. 


Based on preliminary talks, the Board expects at least two 
subdivisions to be filed in 1959. 


The Board was asked to cooperate in studies leading to 
the development of a swimming and recreation area. The 
private development of pond frontage and the rise in price 
of waterfront property plus the strategic acquisitions of choice 
shore areas by out-of-town organizations have combined to 
rule out any simple or inexpensive solution. There are several 
areas under consideration. Presently the Board is awaiting re- 
plies to correspondence on a likely site. 


With the co-operation of Winthrop Haynes and Robert 
Parkhurst, the Board has started mapping the town, a prelim- 
inary step to a master plan. The Board is studying a proposed 
conservation program, future industrial site locations and a 
long-range capital budget plan, the need for which is clearly 
evident by the mounting tax burden, In keeping with this 
objective the Board took an active part in the negotiations 
leading to the purchase of the Auger property in West Box- 
ford to help handle future school needs.

To the Selectmen 
Town of Boxford 
Gentlemen: 


The year 1958 has seen many accomplishments in further- 
ing the Civil Defense effort in this town. 


Boxford has participated in the Surplus Property Program 
of the State, and in the early part of this year we received 
from the Navy Department a 1951 Dodge one-half ton pick-up 
truck which has been placed in operation. The Police Depart- 
ment has also received some surplus revolvers under this same 
program. 


During the Fourth of July weekend, Civil Defense in this 
area participated in “Operation Road Watch” in conjunction 
with the Department of Public Safety and the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles. This was carried out again over the Labor Day 
weekend, and the results from this area were satisfactory. 


Operational readiness is being maintained by means of a 
weekly schedule by radio with the Sector 1K Headquarters at 
Tewksbury. 


The Boxford Operations Plan is now completed and is be- 
ing forwarded to the State for its approval. This Operations 
Plan includes all departments within the town and all neces- 
sary data on any contingency that might arise. 


_ Various meetings were attended at the State and Sector 
level for the purpose of training on Operational Readiness. 


The cooperation of all departments in the Town is grate- 
fully appreciated.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the year 1958, communicable diseases and dog bite 
cases were reported to the Board of Health as follows:

The Board of Health views with surprise the small number 
of cases of German measles (Rubella) and mumps reported. 
This is due either to a failure to call a physician for these 
common and easily recognizable diseases, or over-zealous pro- 
tection by parents of their children. It must be emphasized 
that all girls should have German measles in childhood, and 
that both sexes should be immunized to mumps by contracting 
the disease before the age of puberty.

The following report is submitted by Tracy I. Flagg, Sani- 
tary Engineer for the Board of Health: 


With the end of 1958, I have completed the preliminary 
and final inspections of forty-six sewage disposal installations 
at new homes. Prior to final approvals, the wells had to be 
located in such a way as to be reasonably protected from con- 
tamination. There were also four installations that received 
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major alterations and/or renewals. These were also considered 
in regard to the locations of wells and sources of pollution. In 
this same area of sanitation, at their request, I was able to ad- 
vise the Appeal Board relative to a matter of sewage disposal 
and water supply. 


Water samples were obtained from the public schools in 
order to insure that bacteriologically safe water was being 
used. Other public buildings and several homes were sampled 
also. All samples were found to be safe for drinking and cu- 
dinary use at the time of sampling. 


Six areas proposed for subdivisions of land were con- 
sidered regarding their adaptability for good housing. At least 
two were found to require very extensive drainage improve- 
ments before they would be suitable for the proper disposal 
of sewage in areas depending on private wells. No further 
action has taken place with these proposed plans. 


Several food handling establishments were inspected. 
Recommendations of the local Board of Health and of the 
Division of Food and Drugs, Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, were left with the owners. Some changes would 
have to be completed in a short period of time; others, involv- 
ing matters of secondary public health significance would be 
best handled as long-term plans. 


In the last annual report the Board of Health made the 
promise ... “to clean up the present approach to the dump 
from Spofford Road to the beginning of the circle,” etc. Up to 
date the promise has not been completely fulfilled, but a good 
beginning has been made. It was found that the erection of an 
adequate fence along the road was prohibitively costly. As a 
compromise the northern entry to the dump was closed, and a 
gate placed at the main entrance nearer Ipswich Road, 


After consulting with four residents of Boxford, who re- 
fused the position as caretaker, the Board appointed Mr. Ed- 
ward Wilmot of Georgetown to this post. Mr. Wilmot began 
work the last week of July and has done an excellent job. The 
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terms under which he is working are the receipt of a small 
weekly stipend paid by the town, plus the total salvage from 
the dump. It is our hope that the citizens of the town will 
separate salvageable material, such as newspapers, corrugated 
cartons, and scrap metal from the trash. This is important be- 
cause if we are to keep Mr. Wilmot on the job he must realize 
all the money possible from salvage to eke out his small sti- 
pend. Many who have visited the dump have remarked on his 
helpfulness to women and his courteous attitude toward every- 
one. The number of people from outside towns using our dump 
has been greatly reduced. 


During December an 8 x 12 foot shelter was built by Mr. 
George Wood. It is a sturdy little building which is mounted 
on skids so that it can be moved easily, should the occasion 
arise. 


This Board acknowledges its gratitude to Mr. Eric Berg- 
strom for the gift of an excellent door and to Mr. George Wood 
for his gift of two windows with double-hung sash for the 
shelter. 


During the past year, fill has been removed for roads and 
other purposes by Clinton French, Melvin W. Smallwood and 
the State Engineers. This has resulted in a sizeable excavation 
which is ideal for dumping. Trash can be burned with safety 
almost daily throughout the year. 


The disposal of brush, tree stumps and trees which have 
been victims of the Dutch Elm disease poses a real problem. 
The Town Forest Committee dug a deep hole for this purpose 
several years ago, but the actual burning of this area is a dif- 
ficult one and should be a combined community project. 


It should be realized that Boxford is one of the most for- 
tunate towns in Essex County in-so-far as the size, location, 
and inoffensiveness of its dump is concerned. As our popula- 
tion continues to grow at such an accelerated pace, everyone 
must assume a civic responsibility for its neatness. Anyone 
who visits the dump will be aware of the fact that real progress 
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has been made. However, much work is still needed to clean 
up the areas near Spofford Road, formerly used for indiscrimi- 
nate trash disposal. Much of the removal of bottles and tin 
cans will have to be done by hand. This would be a splendid 
project for the Boy Scouts, with some assistance from their 
elders. There is no reason why the portion of the dump visible 
from the road should not look like a park. 


The Board of Health wishes to thank the townspeople for 
their cooperation and hopes that they will continue to aid us 
in the proper care of the dump in the future.

Reimbursement formulas were changed in the fall of 1958, 
giving the town a slightly larger share of federal funds, and 
simplifies the matching formulas used in all catagories. 


Revisions and reductions for the months of June, July, and 
August, of the fuel and light item in the recipients budgets 
caused a great deal of confusion and discontent. Recipients of 
Old Age Assistance in particular find it difficult to adjust to 
changes. 


In September 1958, we returned to vendor payments for 
nursing home care, and it is hoped that in the not too far dis- 
tant future, all medical costs will be met in this manner. The 


te 
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present method of payment is cumbersome and inefficient. All 
recipients are given copies of any bills paid for them by ven- 
dor method, and in this way are always informed of payment 
made for medical care.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


During the early part of the year the interior of the Town 
Hall was repaired, painted and new light fixtures installed. In 
the spring the shrubs around the building were trimmed. The 
West Boxford Improvement Society painted the exterior of 
Lincoln Hall, so that at present both halls are in reasonably 
good condition. Temporary use of Lincoln Hall was granted 
the Second Parish Sunday School while the vestry of the 
church was being repaired. The First Parish is making use of 
the Town Hall for the primary classes. of the Sunday School. 

Only minor repairs have been necessary at the Commu- 
nity House which is still being used as a nursery school. In 
the fall Dr. Audrey A. Bill, public health physician from the 
Department of Public Health, accompanied by Mr. Newman, 
building inspector from the Department of Public Safety, by 
invitation, visited this school in a survey of buildings in vari- 
ous parts of the state where nursery schools and kindergartens 
are conducted. Dr. Bill is convinced that safety inspections and 
regulations are far more important for buildings housing the 
pre-school children than those now covered under the law. 

On Arbor Day a red-flowering dogwood was donated and 
planted on the lower common by the Kelsey-Highlands Nurs- 
ery at which time appropriate exercises were held. Later in 
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the year the Nursery donated and planted six evergreens near 
the new town shed beside the Town Hall. 


The Haverhill Gas Company extended gas service on State 
Route 97 and down Kelsey Road to the Boxford Highlands De- 
velopment in 1958. 


The town acquired a 1,170 gallon tank truck for the Fire 
Department and the Telephone Company installed a “Red Net 
Work” and alarm system in the east parish during the past 
year. 


The town officials were invited to the ground breaking 
exercises at the Masconomet Regional School on April 14th, 
which begins a new era in the educational system of the town. 


Several new traffic control signs were installed on Route 
133 and in other congested areas. 


The highway work for 1958 has consisted of extending 
the black-top for the entire length of Oak Ridge Road under 
special appropriation. Hemlock Road, a portion of Baldpate 
Road and two sections of Spofford Road have been oiled under 
Chapter 81. This is in addition to the usual maintenance of 
roads under this chapter. 


The work under Chapter 90 Construction begun in 1957 
on Topsfield Road was completed in 1958. A new project on 
Main Street was undertaken and nearly completed. 


The work done with funds allotted from the state and 
county was under the supervision of the State District High- 
way Engineers.

REPORT OF THE MASCONOMET 
REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Regional District School Committee is pleased to sub- 
mit to the citizens of the District its first annual report. Its last 
such report to citizens was in the form of a printed brochure, 
distributed in October 1957, which summarized the progress 
made by the Committee from the date of its permanent incep- 
tion in October 1956 through September 1957. The present re- 
port, therefore, will cover the activities and accomplishments 
of the Committee during the past fifteen months. 


ORGANIZATION 


One change occurred in the membership of the Commit- 
tee. Dr. M. Douglas Banus, member of the Topsfield School 
Committee, replaced Mr. John R. Robertson as the representa- 
tive of the Topsfield School Committee on the Regional 
District School Committee. The members of the Regional Com- 
mittee who served with Mr. Robertson wish to take this op- 
portunity to express their appreciation at having had the op- 
portunity to work with him. His intelligent and forthright 
approach to problems and his profound understanding of edu- 
cational matters were of inestimable value to the Committee 
in the initial stages of its tremendous task of organizing and 
developing the Regional School facility. 


At its organizational meeting on April 16, 1958, Mr. J. Har- 
rison Holman of Topsfield was reelected as Chairman, and Mr. 
Richard E. Quinn of Middleton was reelected as Vice-Chair- 
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man. Mr. Richard Bowler, Jr., of Boxford continues as Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, to which position he was elected by the Com- 
mittee for a two-year term in 1957. 


BUILDING CONSTRUCTION 


The Regional School Committee acts in a dual role. First, 
it serves as the building committee, with all of the problems 
and details of construction which this entails; and, secondly, 
as the school committee charged with the important responsi- 
bility of formulating administrative policies for the conduct of 
the new school, developing educational policies, and establish- 
ing criteria for the selection of teachers and other professional 
persons to be employed. 


Ordinarily the construction of a school building is handled 
by a school building committee and the actual administration 
of the school is handled by the regular school committee. In 
order to carry out its dual role, the Committee has found it 
necessary to meet weekly. Regular meetings are held on the 
first and third Wednesdays, and on the second and fourth 
Mondays of each month. Additional meetings are scheduled as 
required. For some of the members serving on special commit- 
tees of the whole, this may and often does require two or more 
meetings in a given week. 


Early in January 1958, the Regional Committee met with 
the School Building Assistance Commission to obtain final ap- 
proval of the working drawings for the high school building. 
After receiving this approval the plans and specifications were 
put out for bid. Filed sub-bids, which included such items as 
electrical wiring and plumbing, were opened on February 5, 
1958. The opening of the general contract bids was on Febru- 
ary 13, with the successful low bidder being E. H. Porter Con- 
struction Company of Peabody. Shortly after the opening of 
bids, the Committee voted to go to bond for $2,250,000 and 
the Selectmen of the three member towns were duly notified 
in accordance with the original agreement establishing the 
Masconomet Regional School District. On March 20 the Com- 
mittee met with the Emergency Finance Board at the State 
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House in Boston and at that time received its approval to bond 
In the amount of $2,250,000. Following the 30-day waiting 
period required under the laws of the Commonwealth, the 
Committee signed the general construction contract with the 
K. H. Porter Construction Company on March 20, 1958. Ground 
breaking ceremonies were held on the morning of April 14 
with many officials of the three member towns present. 


In May of 1958 the Masconomet Regional School District 
bonds. were sold at an interest rate of 3%, the lowest rate for 
school building bonds since 1956. 


The Committee has had to consider many additional prob- 
lems in connection with the construction of the new school 
plant. Among these were the important matters of fire and 
police protection and the equally important problem of getting 
water to the school site. Early in the year the Committee ar- 
ranged a meeting with the fire chiefs of the three towns and 
reached agreement that the most practical solution to the fire 
protection problem would be to have the fire alarm system tied 
in with the Middleton fire alarm system by special wire. Thus, 
in case of fire, the Middleton Fire Department would be alert- 
ed immediately through their signal system and they, in turn, 
would notify the Fire Departments of Boxford and Topsfield. 
This system is now in operation. That it works was well dem- 
onstrated late in September when trenching operations near 
the pole mounting the fire alarm signal box accidentally jarred 
the pole setting off the alarm. The response of the three de- 
partments with apparatus was exceedingly prompt and augurs 
well for the future protection of the new school. 


In the case of police protection, the three police chiefs of 
the respective towns, along with the attorney for the Commit- 
tee, agreed that police protection would come under the jur- 
isdiction of the Police Chief of Boxford. It was also agreed that 
assignments of police duties, both regular and special, would 
be made on an equal basis, through a rotation schedule, among 
the special policemen of the three towns. 


The problem of getting water to the site was solved with 
the agreement of the Topsfield Water Board to extend its 
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mains to the boundary of the District property after receiving 
authorization from the Legislature of the Commonwealth. On 
June 18, 1958 bids were opened for the extension of the water 
line from Topsfield to the school site. The contract for the 
water extension work was awarded to Pelletier and Milbury 
Corporation of Danvers. This work was completed by mid- 
July. 

A part of one meeting each month is devoted to a thorough 
discussion of the progress of the construction work with a 
representative from the architect’s office. Although the work, 
up until the first of October, was running slightly behind 
schedule, the Committee is pleased to be able to report that 
the construction is now going according to schedule which 
calls for the completion of the building in August 1959. 


SELECTING THE PROFESSIONAL STAFF 


Mr. Julius H. Mueller, who has been serving the Commit- 
tee as Educational Consultant since July 1, 1957, was elected 
to the position of Superintendent-Principal and began his new 
duties on August 1, 1958. His office is located in the old farm- 
house on the school site which also serves as headquarters for 
the District School Committee. 

Early in September the Committee met to consider care- 
fully the minimum qualifications and duties of key personnel 
which had been prepared by the Superintendent-Principal and 
the Sub-Committee on Education. These have been adopted 
by the full Committee and serve as a guide in the selection 
and appointment of staff members. Equally important, and 
most basic to the orderly and successful operation of any 
school, has been the development and adoption of a complete 
Salary Policy, including a salary schedule which it feels is 
realistic in comparison with those of other schools and in keep- 
ing with current trends in teachers’ salaries. The Committee 
feels strongly that the most important part of its work is se- 
curing the very best people possible to staff the new school. 
Without competent teaching personnel, the exceptionally fine 
building rapidly taking shape on the District site will be, of 
itself, of no consequence. 
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The recruitment and selection of teachers for the school 
has occupied much of the time and attention of the Superin- 
tendent-Principal and the members of the Sub-Committee on 
Education. In April letters and applications were sent to all 
the local junior and senior high teachers whose positions would 
be affected by the advent of the Regional School. Each of these 
who elected to apply was given a personal interview by the 
Sub-Committee, as well as a personal interview by the Super- 
intendent-Principal. In addition, each was observed by the 
Superintendent-Principal in the classroom. Placement offices 
of leading colleges and universities, as well as commercial 
teachers’ agencies were notified of the staff needs. 


All candidates are first screened by the application infor- 
mation, except the local candidates as already mentioned. 
Those whose references and papers look promising are invited 
for an interview with the Superintendent-Principal. Those 
who meet this test are visited by him in the classroom. The 
two top candidates are then invited to meet with the Sub- 
Committee on Education. Following these interviews the Sub- 
Committee meets to discuss the merits of the candidates and 
to decide on the one to recommend for appointment to the 
full committee. A summary sheet dealing with the educational 
qualifications and personal background of candidates to be 
recommended is prepared for the information of the School 
Committee, which then decides on the appointment. Teaching 
staff positions filled to date number fifteen and include the 
two assistant principals, the director of Guidance, the heads 
of the Science, Industrial Arts, Social Studies, Physical Educa- 
tion, Music, and Business Education Departments. The total 
instructional staff is expected to number between thirty-five 
and forty. 


A salary schedule and policy for Custodians, Matrons, 
School Nurse, Cafeteria Employees, and Clerical Staff has also 
been formulated and adopted by the Regional School Com- 
mittee. Miss Elizabeth H. Rider of Danvers, secretary for a 
number of years in Holten High School, is now serving as sec- 
retary to the Superintendent-Principal. 
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LOOKING AHEAD 


The Masconomet Regional Junior-Senior High School will 
open its doors in September 1959 with an anticipated enroll- 
ment of 800 pupils. This is 112 pupils more than was forecast 
for September 1959 in the projected enrollment figures pub- 
lished in the green brochure in September 1956. On the basis 
of current enrollments as reported by the local Superintend- 
ents of Schools, the enrollment forecast for September 1959 
is as follows:

The budget for the 1959 fiscal year has been prepared on 
the basis of the enrollment figures cited above. The total opera- 
tional budget adopted by the Regional Committee amounts to 
$228,055. While this may appear at first glance to be rather 
high, particularly in view of the fact that the school will be 
in operation but four months of 1959, it must be remembered 
that we are establishing an entirely new school, which creates 
budgetary needs in some categories larger than would be re- 
quired if the school was already an operating entity. In pre- 
paring its budget for 1959, the Committee has been motivated 
solely by what it feels strongly to be the desire of the citizens 
of the District, namely, to have a sound educational program 
for their children of secondary school age. 


The amount of $180,775 for debt service due in 1959, and 
representing two interest payments and one of twenty annual 
repayments of principal, has been offset in part by the portion 
of State Construction Aid Grant to be received in 1959, and 
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In part by a one-third portion of the Planning Aid reimburse- 
ment anticipated from the State in 1959. This reduces the Net 
Debt Service cost in 1959 to $79,735. The total money to be 
raised by member towns of the District for the support and 
operation of the Regional School in 1959, therefore, amounts 
to $307,790. 


In concluding its report the Regional School Committee 
wishes to express its appreciation and thanks to all the citizens 
and officials of the member towns who have been most gen- 
erous and helpful to the Committee in assisting it in carrying 
on its work.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The annual report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31st, 1958 is hereby submitted: 

Previous reports have pointed out that the ever-increas- 
ing demand for school facilities would utilize all of the town’s 
educational buildings. This has come to pass for in this past 
year not only have two additional classrooms in the Harry Lee 
Cole School been finished, but also the temporary classroom in 
the Gardner Morse School has been in full use. The rate of 
growth of the town continues to increase and this is reflected 
In the rapidly accelerating flow of new students into the 
Town’s schools. The Fall of 1959 will find all of the present 
classrooms, 11 in all, in full use. It is also expected that ad- 
ditional facilities will be needed shortly in the Gardner Morse 
School. The School Committee and the Superintendent of 
Schools have been discussing and planning the anticipated ex- 
pansion of classroom space. 

The administration and teaching staff of the Boxford 
schools has not only maintained a high level of education, but 
also enhanced the program with inspired and able teaching. 
The maintenance of the highest possible standards of instruc- 
tion remains the principle aim of the School Committee. 

Again the various organizations in the town have availed 
themselves of the Harry Lee Cole School facilities and the 
calendar for the use of the general purpose room, especially, 
has been full. With so many people in the school buildings at 
various times, the School Committee calls your attention to 
the increasing need for health and safety precautions on school 
property. 

The three school buildings are in good repair and the cus- 
todial staff is to be complimented for the general appearance 
of the buildings. 

The report of the Superintendent and the department 
heads which follows will enable you to better understand the 
extent of the growth of our schools as well as the many prob- 
lems facing the school administration. 
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The school budget has edged higher, this in spite of the 
expected move of the 7th and 8th grades to the new regional 
school. The “spare” rooms thus made available will be in full 
and immediate use in the Fall of 1959. 


The Spring of 1959 will see an end to a long standing cus- 
tom when the last 8th Grade will be graduated from the Box- 
ford schools. Through the years this event has been a high spot 
in the lives of Boxford children and a pleasant affair for all 
townspeople. 


In closing this report, the Committee would like to express 
its appreciation to the Superintendent of Schools, department 
heads and the teaching staff for their cooperation and efforts 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


My annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the 
year ending December 31, 1958 is herewith submitted. 


The continuing accelerated growth of enrolment in the 
Boxford Schools keeps the matter of teacher supply and class- 
room needs in the forefront as problems facing the school ad- 
ministration. The enrolment of the elementary grades of 251 
on October 1, 1957 increased to 296 on October 1, 1958 and at 
present has gone well beyond 300. While the number of Box- 
ford pupils attending High School increased but five per cent 
during the past year, the decided increase in enrolment of the 
elementary schools points to a corresponding increase in sec- 
ondary enrolment in the near future. 


Increased enrolment in the elementary schools made it 
necessary to procure three additional teachers in the Fall of 
1958. Miss Geraldine Gordon, a 1958 graduate of Salem Teach- 
ers, was elected teacher of a second first grade at the Cole 
School in September 1958 and two additional teachers were 
elected to begin their duties as members of our educational 
staff on October 6, 1958. Mrs. Margaret Isabelle, a Springfield 
College graduate with experience at Ludlow, Mass., and Mrs. 
Dillon Pollard, a North Carolina Woman’s College graduate, 
with experience at Virginia Beach, Virginia, are the new 
teachers of the fifth and second grades, respectively. With Mrs. 
Ruth E. Morin assigned to a fourth-fifth grade class, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Carver assigned to a combined second-third grade 
class, the two additional teachers relieved the enrolment pres- 
sure in the second, third, fourth, and fifth grades within the 
limits of classroom space to do so. The teachers assigned to the 
combination classes are teachers of considerable experience 
who are familiar with devices to cope with the problems of 
dual-grade classes and insure very satisfactory pupil progress. 

Changes in the teaching staff resulted from the resignation 
of our Art Supervisor, Mrs. Gretchen Sanderson, who resigned 
to accept a similar position at the Pentucket Regional High 
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School and with the election of a Music Supervisor, which 
position was filled on a temporary basis during the latter part 
of the 1957-1958 school year. To fill these two positions Mr. 
Frank Petronzio, a Cleveland Institute of Art graduate, with 
experience in the schools of Peterborough, N.H., was elected 
Art Supervisor and Mrs. Helen Hayden, a Conservatory of 
Music graduate, with considerable experience in New Hamp- 
shire schools, was elected Supervisor of Music. 


For the third consecutive year an elementary work shop 
for the teachers of Boxford, Georgetown, and Rowley was 
organized. The Fall of 1958 workshop was planned by the 
principals of the elementary schools of the three towns, with 
Mr. Ritchie as chairman. The workshop, held at the Cole 
School, covered a consideration of Penmanship, Audio-Visual 
Education and areas in Science and Reading. I am sure that 
this workshop is well worth while and the teachers recognize 
it as such. 


The opening of the Masconomet Regional Junior-Senior 
High School in the Fall of 1959 will give temporary relief to 
the growth strain on our elementary school facilities by ab- 
sorbing our seventh and eighth grade classes. The extent of 
our enrolment growth, however, indicates that additional 
classrooms will be needed for our six-grade elementary classes 
in the Fall of 1960. 


The record of Boxford pupils attending High School con- 
tinues to attest to the adequacy of their elementary school 
preparation. I am sure that they will adapt themselves to the 
transfer to the new Masconomet Regional High School and 
continue their progress in accord with their respective abili- 
ties. While I have no part in the selection of a staff for the 
new regional school, I am acquainted directly or indirectly 
with the work and experience of several members of the staff 
which has been selected at this writing and am highly pleased 
with the personnel. I am sure that the time and judgment 
given to the selection of the staff will pay dividends in the 
quality of instruction as measured by pupil progress. 
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In closing this report, I express my appreciation to the 
townspeople, Town Officials and associates in the School De- 
partment for their cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford, Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Music for the 
four months ending December 31, 1958. 


The music program in the Boxford schools consists of 
three parts; singing and learning to read music, rhythmic ex- 
pression, and listening. 


The music supervisor meets with each class once a week. 
In the grades much time is spent in pleasurable singing. The 
reading of music, using syllables, begins in the second grade 
and advances until three part singing is accomplished in the 
sixth year. 


The rhythm program helps the child with muscular co- 
ordination through marching, skipping, running, etc. to music. 
Folk dancing, singing games and square dancing are popular 
in this group. 


The listening program gives the child a chance to under- 
stand good music, learning the names of great composers and 
the instruments of the orchestra. 


The seventh and eighth grades, a group of sixty-five chil- 
dren, are going to present an operetta in the Spring. 


It is hoped that an instrumental program can be intro- 
duced to the Boxford grade school children, which would 
lead eventually to the organization of a school orchestra. 
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The grade teachers conduct the music program during the 
week in a very capable manner, adding to the high quality 
of musical achievement.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford, Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1958. 


The art program consists of a weekly visit to the class- 
room. A problem is presented and is either finished within the 
art period or finished under the supervision of the classroom 
teacher before the next visit by the art supervisor. Some 
projects are carried on for two or more periods by the art 
supervisor. 


All lessons are geared to the grade level, so that all of the 
children can feel the satisfaction of completing each project 
successfully. 


It is important that children have the medium of art to 
express themselves freely; therefore, not much stress is placed 
on “correct” drawing as known to adult eyes, in the lower 
grades. Children are wonderful artists, if one can look at their 
work through their own eyes. They should thoroughly enjoy 
the experience of art. Children see and feel differently from 
adults; and it will be all too soon that they will become critical 
of their work as they go into the upper grades. 


In the upper grades, when the student is ready for criti- 
cism on drawing, because he is aware of a more adult point 
of view, more stress is placed on basic rules of drawing. 
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Many lessons call for the strict following of directions. 
Group projects such as mural making and window decorating 
create ideal situations for working toward a common goal. 


All the various media are used so that the student has a 
variety of experiences. Demonstrations are given by the art 
teacher to show the proper use of watercolor, pen and ink, 
and sketching, etc. 


During the year, the appreciation of the work of great 
artists will be stressed. 


Every student is encouraged in his artistic efforts.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN AND NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee 
of the Town of Boxford: 


Our annual report is herewith submitted. 


The pre-school clinic in May was well attended. There 
were 35 children examined by the School Physician, Dr. F. J. 
Nahil. 


The T. B. Patch tests were administered to 99 children in 
the first, fourth and seventh grades with negative results. 
This program will be carried on for two more years. 


A total of 254 children had their vision and hearing tested 
during the year. Of this group, six were discovered to have 
defective eyesight and four with defective hearing. All were 
re-examined by private physicians with corrective procedures 
being followed. 


Diphtheria-tetanus inoculations are being given to the 
first, fourth, and eighth grades annually, as needed. 


Physical examinations for the ensuing school year have 
been completed with few minor defects being noted. The 
greatest problem to be corrected is dental caries, which was 
noted in the fourth grade. Good dental health is a contributing 
factor to good physical health in the growing child. 


We wish to thank the personnel in the Boxford schools 
for their helpful cooperation.

There were two new additions to the police force during 
the past year. Peter Vrettos was sworn in to replace the second 
man who resigned last year. Mrs. Woodward Walker was 
sworn in as our policewoman. With past experience as a 
United States Army Nurse, she is well qualified, and her 
services have been required on several occasions. This brings 
the total number of people on call for police service to ten. 
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To cover police service at the Mascanomet Regional 
School, for which this department was made responsible, six 
men from the Topsfield Police Department were sworn in to 
assist in supplying manpower for this purpose. The Middleton 
Police Department was not interested in taking part in this 
project. 

Several hunting complaints were logged by this depart- 
ment, and we are very grateful to the Department of Natural 
Resources Division of Law Enforcement for their cooperation 
and assistance in this work. 

An indication of a teenage problem was evident in several 
serious Hallowe’en pranks.

This is not a problem to be taken lightly. 

During the past year, the department cooperated to the 
fullest with the Registry of Motor Vehicles on their “Operation 
Roadwatch,” which proved a very worthwhile undertaking. 

The series of larcenies from buildings under construction 
has caused the department an extra burden in men and hours. 
Recently, a State Trooper from the Topsfield Barracks has 
been assigned to this problem fulltime. 

The year 1959 has shown an increased cooperation be- 
tween the various town departments, and for this I wish to 
thank the Board of Selectmen, Fire Department and the 
Town Clerk.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board will urge residents at town meeting 
to adopt an article calling for a start on a long-range plan for 
the orderly and logical growth of Boxford to forestall an in- 
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evitable hodge-podge pattern of subdivisions, roads and com- 
mercial development. 


With the help of a professional planning consultant, 
Charles W. Eliot, who has been retained by several towns 
similar in character and problems to Boxford, the Board feels 
the time has arrived when growth must be shaped to preserve 
the natural assets of the community. 


Or, as Mr. Eliot put it in his preliminary statement: 


“Change is not only inevitable, it is likely to have a great 
impact on Boxford in the coming years. Near and adjoining 
towns are already feeling the pressures of urban growth.” 


“The population growth of metropolitan Boston shows the 
same trends as other urban regions of America — and Boxford 
is right in the path of growing urban development... .” 


“Boxford can, to a large extent, guide new development 
and change if it wants to do so. The method is a general plan 
or master plan to chart a course for the future of the whole 
town — all its areas, all its interests, all its people.” 


The Board urges residents to adopt a conservation pro- 
gram, the first step of which will be to establish a conserva- 
tion commission to preserve natural resources and protect the 
water shed. 


Throughout the country there is mounting alarm at the 
speed with which green areas are being swallowed up with- 
out regard to future generations, even our own children. 
Boxford is fortunate to have open spaces, but in something 
less than a year or two, hundreds of acres have been ear- 
marked for residential development without thought of leav- 
ing areas to parks, future school sites, and open sections for 
beauty alone. 


Boxford has an unusual opportunity to act to avoid the 
monotonous development, the curse of our nearby suburbs. 
Already we have seen outside private organizations snap up 
our pond frontage. 
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Three subdivisions have come before the Board in the 
past year. One was a revision that was approved. One was ap- 
proved in routine processing, and the third is pending. 

The question of industrial and commercial zoning was 
brought to the attention of the Board in the form of a request 
for approval of a Motel site. A recommendation will be made 
following a public hearing.

During the past year two-way radio equipment has been 
installed in Engine 1 and Engine 4, with the main transmitting 
station located at East Boxford Fire House. This station, as 
well as the trucks, are on the same radio frequency as the Fire 
Department, Town of Topsfield, and can communicate with 
each other should the need arise. 

It is planned to equip Engine 2 this year with radio, which 
will give the Department good communications coverage 
throughout the town. 

The total cost of the equipment already installed was 
jointly shared by the Federal Government and the town. This 
was made possible by the cooperation of the Massachusetts 
Civil Defense Agency and the Office of Defense and Mobiliza- 
tion.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following communicable diseases and dog bite cases 
were reported to the Board of Health during 1959:

Poliomyelitis vaccine was administered to 294 children 
and adults by a team consisting of Drs. Nahil and Maddock, 
assisted by Miss Barnard and other nurses, with Miss Barbara 
Perley acting as clerk. Mrs. Charles W. Fifield kindly made 
the posters to advertise this clinic. Plans are being made to 
give the Salk vaccine to all who have not received it, or who 
may require booster injections. We would appreciate having 
the parents notify the teachers as to how many in each family 
will need the vaccine so that an adequate supply will be avail- 
able. The dates of the clinic will be announced several weeks 
in advance. 


The Board of Health has been interested in giving Asiatic 
Flu vaccine, but as of the date of this writing, there is no vac- 
cine available in Boston or other eastern cities. An order has 
been placed with several drug houses and should the material 
become available, due publicity will be placed in the local 
papers and notices placed on the bulletin boards of the Post 
Offices and stores in each end of town. 

During the year the Town Dump has been greatly helped 
by having Mr. Melvin W. Smallwood remove fill, thus increas- 
ing the size of the excavation and making the burning of 
refuse, dead trees and brush a safe project practically every 
day of the year. Mr. Wilmot has continued as custodian and 
has been most accommodating in his services. The townspeople 
are again urged to separate salvagable material from trash so 
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that he can realize a little more income than his meagre stipend 
provides. 

The mobile X-ray unit from Essex County Health Associa- 
tion visited Boxford on April 18th, at which time 133 indi- 
viduals had chest plates taken to rule out pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. Everyone is urged to take advantage of this service an- 
nually. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the cooperation 
and services received from the various departments of the 
town and from the townspeople.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY ENGINEER 


Honorable Board of Health 
Town Hall 

Boxford, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the activities of the sanitary 
engineer in Boxford during 1959: 

Throughout the year, we have inspected the final sewage 
disposal systems for sixty-nine new homes. At the same time, 
since these dwellings will have to depend on private sources of 
water for drinking and cooking purposes, the location of all 
wells in the area had to be considered. It was imperative to 
take every reasonable precaution to prevent pollution of the 
neighbors’ water, as well as that of the new home. 

In addition, the owners of six older homes decided to com- 
pletely reconstruct old sewerage systems. These were treated 
like completely new installations; they were considered in 
regard to sewage disposal and well location. 
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We studied three proposed subdivisions of land. Only one 
of these has actually received final approval from the Board 
of Health; however, the other two are in the process of being 
revised. These changes may have to be radical in order to in- 
sure that the over-all development will be a healthy environ- 
ment. 

In order to further safeguard the health of the public, we 
inspected all the camps in Boxford and the various food- 
handling stores. In addition, samples were taken from the 
wells and tested for pollution. At the day camps, samples were 
obtained from the swimming areas. In all, sanitary inspections 
were made of fifteen places and twenty samples were taken 
of wells and thirteen samples of bathing places. As a result, 
one public water supply was condemned for drinking and culi- 
nary uses; one swimming area was under suspicion until 
further test samples were obtained and these showed no further 
indications of a dangerous level of contamination.

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REPORT OF THE

The case load for Boxford has remained stable for the year 
1959 with additions and losses in the Old Age Assistance cases 
to end with the same count, one closing and one opening in Aid 
to Dependent Children, and the same for Disability Assistance.

Medical expenditures increased markedly in 1959. In the 
past 2 years the need for hospitalization has been very limited, 
but this year $872.58 was spent for acute hospital care, and 
$391.90 for chronic hospital care, an increase of $1,161.55 over 
1958. Nursing home rates increased as did the number of per- 
sons requiring care, and this item increased from $1,813.22 
for 1 case to $5,517.20 for 4 cases. Due to the overall increase 
in illness the cost of drugs increased from $696.00 to $1,029.54 
for the year. This pattern is reflected throughout the Common- 
wealth and the nation. Medical needs are becoming more and 
more a problem for Public Assistance. Due to the high cost of 
medical care and the inflexibility of Social Security and other 
retirement benefits, more and more people are finding savings 
and investments insufficient to meet the cost of prolonged 
illness, and have to apply for help when their means are ex- 
hausted. 


It may be of general interest that the American Public 
Welfare Association in its Federal Legislative Objectives for 
1960 recommends that health costs of old-age, survivors, and 
disability insurance beneficiaries should be financed through 
the OASDI (Social Security) program. Arrangements for 
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achieving this objective should take into account the priority 
needs of the groups to be served; availability of facilities, per- 
sonnel, and services; and protection and encouragement of high 
quality care, including the organization of health and related 
services to effect appropriate utilization of services and facili- 
Lies: 

As more and more persons are covered by Social Security 
perhaps some plan as suggested will include some kind of pre- 
paid insurance to pay for medical care. In the meantime, these 
growing needs and demands must be met from categorical as- 
sistance with state and federal funds reimbursing the locality 
providing the assistance.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


In January some of the double and triple chairs at the 
Town Hall were cut apart and repaired so that there are now 
single chairs which are available for more convenient use at 
card parties, etc. Five reinforced maple chairs were pur- 
chased for use in the office at the Town Hall. A new, modern 
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heat duct replaced the old one in the banquet room, making 
space for an extra table. The Boxford Grange contributed 
$20.00 toward this installation. Four new tables were provided 
as a joint project of the Grange and Firemen. 

A pole was furnished and erected by the Merrimack-Essex 
Electric Company at no cost to the town, to provide an outside 
light in front of the Town Hall. Negotiations are being made 
to improve the lighting in West Boxford village. 

Early in the spring the steps at Lincoln Hall were rebuilt 
with wooden treads, thus making a much safer approach. 

A two-way communication system for the Fire Depart- 
ment was acquired at a cost of approximately $2,000.00, half of 
which was paid by the Commonwealth. This was made avail- 
able through the Civil Defense Agency. A new and wider door 
was installed at the fire house in Boxford village. A more 
efficient fire alarm signal is in the process of construction in 
West Boxford. 

Gas service has been extended through the Boxford High- 
lands development and across Georgetown Road to Holiday 
Hill area. 

Many new warning signs have been erected in various 
parts of the town during the year. 

A side walk along Endicott Road from the Topsfield- 
Boxford town line to the Masconomet Regional School was 
constructed, complete with hot-top surface and curbing. 

Two dry wells were established on Chapman Road in an 
attempt to correct a drainage problem, part of the cost being 
shared by Mr. Hazelwood and Mr. Walker. 

Extensive repairs were made at the bridge on Middleton 
Road. Weight limit signs have been procured for all bridges 
with a span of ten feet or more. 

The improvement of Main Street under the provisions of 
Chapter 90, started in 1958, was completed in 1959. The new 
Chapter 90 project on Washington Street was started toward 
the end of the year. In conjunction with the continuance of 
this project in 1960, arrangements have been made with the 
State engineers to correct a drainage problem of long standing 
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at the junction of Washington and Main Streets at West Box- 
ford village. 

The usual maintenance of highways was carried on with 
Chapter 81 funds. 

_All highway work with funds allotted from the State and 
County was done under the supervision of the State District 
Highway Engineers. 

At the request of the 20th Tactical Fighter Wing, U.S.A.F., 
a letter of greeting together with pictures, for which we are 
indebted to Mrs. Stuart K. Harris, was sent to Boxford, Eng- 
land, the parent town of Boxford, Massachusetts. 

The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation for all 
donations of time, money and materials received by the town 
during the year, and the cooperation of the various depart- 
ments.

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REPORT ON THE DISPOSITION OF THE MORSE HOUSE 


The committee authorized at the Annual Town Meeting 
to “study and report on the disposition of the Morse House” 
in West Boxford, met at the site to inspect the property and 
discuss the possibilities. 

The old Morse house, situated on Washington Street near 
the junction of Washington Street and Willow Road in West 
Boxford, was built by Jacob C. Parker in 1799. Here he resided 
until his death in 1825. The house was then occupied by Mr. 
Parker’s son, Aron and his wife, Priscilla (Buswell). 

Mr. and Mrs. Aron Parker had a daughter, Mary, who 
married Samuel Morse. Samuel lived in the house until 1872, 
and his wife until 1881. 

So these two families lived under the same roof,. having 
13 children between them. Of this number, nine were boys, 
and all served in the Civil War. 

The committee wholeheartedly agreed that appropriate. 
action should be taken to preserve this bit of history for all 
time. 

Although the house at one time might have been restored 
as a fitting memorial, its present condition would necessitate 
a greater expenditure than would seem warranted. In the 
opinion of the committee, the military fact of the nine boys 
serving in the Civil War is more worthy of perpetuating than 
the house itself. 

We would, therefore, recommend that the property be sold 
immediately at the price of $5,000, with the following restric- 
tions in the deed: 

1. Land to be for residential use only. 


2. House to be of Colonial design to complement the 
present structure. 


3. Plans of proposed house to be approved by a com- 
mittee of three appointed by the Town moderator. 
We further recommend that a stone marker be placed on 
the land between the existing house and Washington Street, 
just outside the boundary line as indicated on the accompany-

ing survey, using the necessary money from the sale of the 
land, and that the balance of the income be invested in the 
name of the “Samuel Morse Fund,” the interest to be used by 
the libraries of the Town.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period 
from July 28, 1957, the date of the previous audit, to July 31, 
1959, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection were examined and checked with the 
records of the town treasurer and the town accountant. 

The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office 
were examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, 
were checked with the treasurer’s books, while the recorded: 
payments were compared with the treasurer’s cash book and 
with the approved treasury warrants. The appropriations and 
transfers, as entered, were checked with the town clerk’s record 
of town meeting votes and with the finance committee’s records 
of transfers authorized from the reserve fund, while other ac- 
counts were checked with the records of the several depart- 
ments in which the transactions originated. 

An analysis was made of the ledger accounts, a trial bal- 
ance was taken off proving the accounts to be in balance, and 
a balance sheet, a copy of which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town as of 
July 31, 1959. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
and the recorded receipts were compared with the accountant’s 
books, with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town, and with other sources from which money 
is paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
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burse town funds and with the accountant’s ledger. The cash 
balance on July 31, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of de- 
posit, by verification of the certificates of deposit, and al actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and 
checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file, the 
bond and coupon account being reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer and the trustees of the Jonathan Tyler 
Barker Free School Fund were personally examined and listed. 
The income was proved, and all transactions and balances were 
verified and checked with the books of the town accountant. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
and State taxes, and the county retirement system were ex- 
amined and checked. The payments to the proper agencies were 
verified, and the balances as shown on the individual employ- — 
ees’ records were listed and reconciled with the town account- 
ant’s ledger. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the 
tax title account were compared with the tax collector’s books, 
the redemptions were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, 
and the tax titles on hand were listed and compared with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts in the tax collector’s office were 
examined and checked. The taxes and excise outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and compared with the assessors’ 
warrants. The recorded receipts were checked with the com- 
mitment books, the abatements as recorded were checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the re- 
corded transfers to tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s 
record of tax titles taken, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved.

The outstanding tax and excise accounts were verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies re- 
ceived thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rect. 

The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting 
licenses were checked, and the payments to the town and to 
the State were verified. 

The available records of departmental cash collections by 
the selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the 
building and plumbing inspectors, as well as by the police, 
health, highway, and school departments, and by all other de- 
partments in which money is collected for the town, were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded collections were compared 
with the payments to the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books, and the cash on hand in the several 
departments was proved by actual count. 

The surety bonds of the town officials required to file , 
them for the faithful performance of their duties were ex- 
amined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the town treasurer’s and 
tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, and 
departmental accounts, as well as schedules showing the con- 
dition and transactions of the several trust funds. 

For the cooperation received from the town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The annual report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31st, 1959 is hereby submitted: 

As was forecast in previous years the demand for school 
facilities has continued at an increasing rate. The Harry Lee 
Cole School as well as the Aaron Wood and the Gardner Morse 
Schools have been fully utilized. In addition, it has been neces- 
sary to use the Community House on the school site. All in all, 
1959 was a year of change and growth for the Boxford Public 
Schools. More students were enrolled in the first 6 grades than 
were found in 8 grades in 1958. 

The School Committee appreciates the excellent coopera- 
tion and assistance not only of the teaching and administrative 
staff but also of the various groups and individuals of the town 
who contributed their help and their patience in this period 
of dynamic change. 

The School Committee was ever cognizant of the zooming 
educational costs and has attempted to realistically keep the ° 
educational budget within reasonable limits. No longer can 
Boxford be considered a leisurely, informal village, for the 
rate of growth portends a rather large resident population with 
its requisite organization and departmentalization of town 
governmental activities. The nostalgia over “old times” is 
heightened by the fact that Boxford is parting ways with an 
old friend and devoted servant, Mr. William Johnson, Super- 
intendent of Schools, who is leaving the town’s employ after 
over 19 years of service. The formation of a new supervisory 
union between Boxford and Topsfield has ended “Bill’s’” close 
and interested guidance of the Boxford schools. 

The continued high standards and achievements of Box- 
ford students were in a large measure due to the dedicated 
efforts of Mr. Johnson and his staff through the years. 

The Boxford school buildings are in very good repair and 
are a credit to the teachers and custodial staff. The mushroom- 
ing population growth in Boxford demands that all cognizant 
town officials expedite long-range planning for suitable and 
adequate public buildings. 
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Finally, the excellent level of achievement of the Boxford 
school graduates is no accident but the result of interested, 
devoted and capable teaching of the entire teaching staff. It is 
this high level of pupil achievement that must be maintained 
as the principal objective of the School Committee’s delibera- 
tions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

The past year has been a year in which a long term edu- 
cational objective has been realized in Boxford. The opening 
of the new Masconomet Regional High School provides the 
institution where Boxford secondary school pupils are assured 
an education on this level in an institution in which Boxford 
shares in the ownership and control. The time and planning of 
committee members, to provide an institution which would 
fully meet the needs of the boys and girls it serves, is a great 
contribution of effort for future generations. 

The release of grades seven and eight from our elementary 
school system, with the opening of the new Regional School, 
came at an opportune time. When our schools reopened in Sep- 
tember 1959, the enrolment in the lower six grades was but 
two less than was the enrolment of the lower eight grades in 
September 1958. The increase in the lower six grades, however, 
was so great that it was necessary to again use the Community 
House in order to provide two classrooms for each grade. 

In view of the rapid growth of Boxford it is again neces- 
sary that I call your attention to the need for increased school 
facilities. At present building rates in the town, we may be 
reasonably sure of an increase in our elementary enrolment of 
sixty pupils per year for each of the next several years. I 
recommend that expert professional services be retained in 
order that a proper long range solution of housing needs will 
evolve. 

While it is necessary to have adequate educational facili- 
ties for our pupils, it is even more necessary to have a well 
trained educational staff. A good teacher is not only trained for 
teaching but must be an individual who understands boys and 
girls, desires to help young people, and who gets at least as 
much pleasure from the accomplishments of the pupils as from 
the pay check. 

The educational standards in the Boxford schools are at a 
high level. The teaching staff is constantly on the alert to im- 
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prove through further study of both materials and methods. 
Use of audio visual aids in the classroom where they are most 
helpful in the realization of an objective, have a place. 


In the fall of 1952 channel 2, Educational Television, was 
brought to Boxford classrooms through introducing French in 
the program of several grades. The experiment is proving to be 
valuable and is accepted with enthusiasm. The program is very 
effectively presented and the Supervisor from Channel 2 Tele- 
vision holds regular meetings with the teachers. 


The schools reopened in September with two new mem- 
bers of the teaching staff; Miss Marie Audet became the teacher 
of the third grade class in West Boxford where Mrs. Wanna- 
maker, substitute teacher, had finished the last school year. 
Miss Maureen Shortell became the teacher of the added third 
grade class in the Community House. Both Miss Audet and 
Miss Shortell reside at Salem, Mass. and both are 1959 gradu- 
ates of Salem Teachers College with practice teaching experi- 
ence in the schools of Salem. At the end of December, Mrs. 
Dillon Pollard, teacher of a second grade at West Boxford, 
completed her duties. 


As I close this, my twentieth annual report, and complete 
my duties as Superintendent of Schools in the Town of Box- 
ford, I do so with a feeling of satisfaction that the boys and 
girls of Boxford have a sound educational program with a 
competent staff. I am sure that those who have completed 
their education in our elementary schools have had educa- 
tional backgrounds commensurate with the education of pupils 
in other communities where they have attended secondary 
school. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the boys and girls in 
Boxford, with the school staff, school committee members, 
Town officials and citizens. I am grateful for the cooperation 
of all during my tenure as Superintendent of Schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford, Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Music for the 
year ending December 31, 1959. 


Every child possesses a feeling for music to a certain 
degree, some more than others, and it is the attempt of the 
public school music program to develop this musicianshi»v 
through the singing of beautiful songs, rhythmic expression 
such as folk dancing, and by listening to good music. 


The combined first grades presented a Christmas operetta 
Which gave them much pleasure in performing for their 
parents, in song and dance. 


The second and third grades have new music books this 
year which add a great deal to their interest in the program. 
The television program is enthusiastically enjoyed by these 
groups, giving them an opportunity to learn songs and dances 
of other countries. 


The third and fourth grades are learning to sing many 
French songs which are presented on their French language 
television programs. 


At Christmas time the fourth grades enjoyed singing in 
Latin, German, and French. They have also been singing two- 
part music. Much emphasis has been placed on singing with 
good pitch and music reading with syllables. 


In the fifth grade there is much two-part harmony, with 
the groups alternating on the harmony and melody. Dances 
coordinating with the songs in their music books are enjoyed 
by the students. , 


There is a continuation of singing in harmony in the sixth 
grades, with the introduction of three-part music. Interpreta- 
tion of the songs includes finding keys, accurate pitch, varia- 
tions in tempo and shadings in tone and color. 
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The instrumental program has not been introduced, but it 
is hoped that as soon as it has become well established in the 
regional school, a beginning may be made in the elementary 
school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 
To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford, Mass.:

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN AND NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee of 
the Town of Boxford, Mass. 


We herewith submit our annual report as school physician 
and school nurse. 


Physical examinations were given to the first and fourth 
grades and all pupils new to the school system by Dr. F. J. 
Nahil. 


At the pre-school clinic in May, 33 children were examined 
with seven requests for forms to be filled out by family phy- 
sicians. Next year, family physician forms and dental cards 
will be enclosed with clinic notices in the hope that with the 
increasing number of pre-school children, more families will 
avail themselves of the opportunity to have their children 
examined by the family physician. 


T.B. Patch testing was given to the first and fourth grades 
with 75 children participating. One child was x-rayed with 
negative results. 


As a result of vision testing, 4 children were referred for 
corrective treatment. Hearing tests revealed 2 children in need 
of treatment. 


Diphtheria-tetanus boosters were given to 42 students in the 
school during May, 1959. 


We wish to express our thanks for the excellent coopera- 
tion from all school personnel.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


As has been expected, the full impact of operating the 
Regional School for its first full year is being felt in the 1960 
budget. This has, in fact, been a much higher expense than 
was expected because the school population growth has been 
even greater than was projected. This growth picture holds 
true also for our local school system, and it is noteworthy that 
there are now about the same number of pupils in six grades 
as we formerly had in eight. This large increase in the educa- 
tional program has brought us to a situation where the com- 
bined school budget of the town, local and regional, is about 
the same as the entire town budget of 1959. The school budget 
alone has increased $83,000 of the total $90,000 budget increase 
for this year. In the past three years the percentage of our 
total expenditures which have gone to schools has increased 
from 57% in 1958, to 66% in 1959, and to 74% in 1960. 

We believe it is obvious that schools and the financing of 
them is the biggest financial problem of the town for some 
years to come. This is not only true from an operating cost 
point of view, but also from the capital cost the town faces to 
' provide the school plant necessary to accommodate the explod- 
ing school population. 

In cooperation with the school board, planning board, the 
selectmen, and several other town departments, projections 
of student numbers tied to our ever-increasing rate of town 
growth have been made, and indicate that we will have to 
build between twenty-five and thirty-five classrooms within 
the next ten years for our local school system of the first six 
grades. In our meetings with the Regional School Committee 
they have indicated to us that the region, too, will be needing 
additional plant facilities within two or three years. 

Realizing the scope of this present and future financial re- 
sponsibility of the town, we feel that careful planning and full 
use of all the town’s assets must be applied in order to meet 
these requirements and still maintain some sensible tax struc- 
ture and sound fiscal position. 
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As part of this planning our committee is strongly recom- 
mending the establishment of a stabilization fund to aid us in 
this future school building program. We would also like to 
stress the importance of all the people in the town facing up to 
what a responsibility and cost an excellent educational pro- 
gram means in terms of dollars and cents. 

Our committee has met with all the other town operating 
departments also, and all of them indicate that own growth 
is gradually forcing more and more expense on their operations. 
For the most part, budget increase requests have been small 
and certainly justified. It is especially evident that continuing 
increases in the departments involving the protection of life 
and property are going to be necessary. It is our feeling that 
these departments are secondary in importance only to schools. 
Equally important is the need to apply funds and efforts in 
the area of planning. 

We would like to express our firm belief, and advise that 
the town must plan well in all areas, conserve, and make full 
use of its existing reserves and assets, look to all sources to in- 
crease its tax base and income, and appropriate funds for only 
those things which are absolutely essential.

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Report of The Masconomet Regional 
District School 


Report Of The Masconomet Regional District School Committee 
For Year Ending December 31, 1959 

The Masconomet Regional District Schoo] Committee is pleased 

to submit to the citizens of the District its second annual report. 

However, the 1958 report included activities of the committee and the 

staff, whereas this report will include only the activities of the com- 

mittee, since the Superintendent-Principal is making a separate report. 


ORGANIZATION 


Several changes occurred in the membership of the committee 
during 1959. Dr. Louis Vrettos, a member of the Boxford School 
Committee, replaced Mr. Richard Bowler as the representative of the 
Boxford School Committee. At its organization meeting on April 12, 
1959, Mr. J. Harrison Holman was re-elected as Chairman and Mr. 
Richard E. Quinn of Middleton was re-elected as Vice Chairman. Mr. 
Bowler was re-elected Secretary-Treasurer at a regular meeting on 
May 6, 1959. At a regular meeting on October 21, 1959, Mr. Bowler 
resigned as Secretary and Mrs. Harvey W. Perry was appointed 
Secretary to the committee. On November 18, 1959 the committee 
regretfully accepted the resignation of one of its original and valued 
members, Mr. Godfrey G. Torrey of Topsfield. The members of the 
Regional Committee who served with Mr. Torrey wish to take this 
opportunity to express their appreciation to him for his outstanding 
contribution to the success of the establishment of this educational 
institution. His forthright approach to problems of school construc- 
tion, equipment selection and schoo] operation led to many savings 
which will be of benefit to the committee for many years. As a 
member of the Educational Sub-Committee which interviewed and 
selected all the members of the school staff, Mr. Torrey played an 
important part in the selection of our very fine administrative and 
teaching staff. ‘The vacancy left by Mr. Torrey has been filled by 
Dr. Arthur O. McCoubrey of Topsfield who was appointed by the 
Topsfield Board of Selectmen and the Topsfield members of the 
Regional Schoo] Committee to serve until the next annual election. 


BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


In its dual role as a building committee and a school committee, 
the Masconomet Regional School Committee had the task of being 
sure that the school building was ready for occupancy and teaching 
by the scheduled school opening date of September 9, 1959. A total 
of forty-one regular meetings and seven special meetings were held 
during the year 1959 and, at these meetings, the full committee held 
many conferences with the architects to iron out details of con- 
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struction ranging from the selection of colors and fabrics to decisions 
in regard to tennis courts, driveways and walks. 

In the month of April, the committee accepted a small section 
of the building so that the staff could move into the new building and 
the old farmhouse could be demolished. In the final construction, 
work progressed as scheduled and the building was accepted section 
by section as they were completed. It is a matter of record that the 
building was ready as scheduled and we want to take this opportunity 
to express our appreciation to Rich and Tucker Associates, Inc. and 
E. H. Porter Construction Co., general contractor, who were respon- 
sible for the design and construction of the building. 

Worthy of mention is the fact that the general contractor com- 
pleted the entire $1,816,381.00 contract with all extras for a total 
figure of $1,816,615.42, just $234.42 over the original contract figure. 
This is an indication as to the attention given to the construction by 
the architect, general contractor and your Regional School Committee. 

Before a school building may be occupied it must be equipped. 
The committee was fortunate in securing the services of Samuel 
Crabtree, Equipment Consultant, who consulted with the committee, 
superintendent-principal and department heads on equipment re- 
quirements and wrote complete specifications on all the capital equip- 
ment in the school. Mr. Crabtree’s organization handled many of the 
details in connection with the procurement of the equipment and 
made a real contribution to the successful opening of the school. 

One of the major decisions of the committee was that of pur- 
chasing the Linguatrainer. The Language Laboratory of twenty-four 
stations is the principal facility of the Department of Foreign 
Languages. This equipment incorporates the very latest mechanical 
and instructional advances in electronic research. The Linguatrainer, 
developed by General Electronics and Science-Electronics, Inc., in 
collaboration with M. I. T., is installed for the first time in a public 
school at our Masconomet Regional High School to support the 
auraloral method of language instruction and learning being carried 
on in Grades 7 through 12. 

As the work on the building, selection of staff and equipment 
progressed, the committee began to give some study to naming special 
areas of the building for individuals who have contributed to the 
member towns of the region. The committee was proud to dedicate 
the Franklin C. Roberts, Sr. Library, the Archibald Jones Gymnasium 
and the Henry Follansbee Long Auditorium. 

Franklin C. Roberts, Sr. Library: The library of Masconomet 
Regional High School is dedicated to one of the school’s earliest and 
most respected advocates, Prof. Franklin C. Roberts, Sr. Throughout 
his long career, Prof. Roberts has retained the youthful respect and 
enthusiasm for education that can envision the superior advantages a 
regional school brings to its communities. Prof. Roberts has been 
actively interested in local government since 1918 when he served 
Middleton as town accountant and then school committeeman. 
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Presently Prof. Roberts serves on the regional school board and the 
board of selectmen in Boxford, where he resides with his wife Beatrice. 

Archibald Jones Gymnasium: Archibald L. Jones, 1899-1948, 
was one of Middleton’s most unselfish and best-loved citizens. During 
a seventeen-year period, he held a series of elective offices totalling 
forty-three years of capable service to his community and his district. 
From 1935-1938, he served as Representative to the General Court 
for the towns of Boxford, Middleton, and Topsfield, and Danvers. In 
establishing the Archibald L. Jones Gymnasium, it is appropriate to 
recall that it was Mr. Jones, who during the days of the Depression 
was in great measure responsible for having a town park developed 
principally for the benefit of Middleton’s young people. 

Henry F. Long Auditorium: Henry Follansbee Long, 1883-1956, 
is perhaps best remembered by all citizens of the three towns as one 
of Massachusetts’ ablest Commissioners or Corporations and ‘Taxation, 
a position he held for thirty-three consecutive years. It may come as 
a surprise, however, even to his friends and neighbors in Topsfield 
to learn that Mr. Long began his extensive career in community ser- 
vice in 1905 as a Trustee of the Topsfield Public Library. From that 
date to his retirement in 1953, Mr. Long held increasingly important 
positions of trust in the affairs of this state. 

Another contribution to the successful completion of the school 
was that made by the combined Garden Clubs of the member towns 
under the leadership of Mrs. William C. Abbott, Sr. of Topsfield. 
This group took over the responsibility of all the planting around the 
school and was successful in getting the work completed by Dedication 
Day so that our school gave the appearance of being completed and 
established on the outside as well as on the inside. 


DEDICATION 

On October 18, 1959 the Masconomet Regional High School 
was dedicated. This service was a climax representing the end of one 
phase of our work which was started in the Spring of 1955 when the 
Moderators of the three member towns appointed the committee to 
investigate the possibility of a regional school. ‘The exercises were 
carried out extremely well giving real evidence to the fact that the 
Masconomet Regional High School, was, after only five weeks of 
operation, well organized and on its way to becoming an outstanding 
educational institution. We were fortunate in being able to obtain 
Dr. Asa S. Knowles, President of Northeastern University to deliver 
the dedication address. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


It is the prime responsibility of your committee to study the 
needs of and provide the educational facilities for the grades 7 through 
12 high school students for the entire region. 

Since enrollment projection clearly indicates that the present 
1,000-pupil capacity of the school will be reached by September of 
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1961, it now becomes a necessity that the Masconomet Regional Dis- 
trict School Committee give immediate consideration to plans for 
constructing additional classrooms. Fortunately, we have provided 
core facilities such as plumbing and heating for two four-room 
additions, one to each wing of the main building. These additions 
would provide classrooms and an opportunity to enlarge the Guidance 
Department which is now seriously overcrowded. 


Long before the eight additional rooms are completed, your 
committee will be making a study of future requirements based on the 
best population and school enrollment forcasts available for the 
member towns. 


In concluding this report, the Regional School Committee wishes 
to express its appreciation and thanks to all citizens and officials of 
the member towns who have been most generous and helpful to the 
Committee in assisting it in carrying on its work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT-PRINCIPAL 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Masconomet 
Regional School District 

I have the pleasure to submit my first annual report on the 
operation of your Regional High School. 

September 14, 1959 marked the beginning of a new era in the 
educational program of the three towns of Boxford, Middleton, and 
Topsfield. On this date the Regional High School opened for the 
District’s boys and girls of secondary school age. It also brought to 
a climax the labors and efforts of many persons, several of whom, over 
a period of at least six years, had literally lived with the regional 
school project since its inception. It goes without saying that there 
were numerous problems of planning, constructing, and organizing 
that had to be faced and solved before this splendid educational 
facility Masconomet Regional High School — could become a 
reality. 

Every parent and citizen of the District has a right to be 
exceedingly proud of the beautiful structure they have erected so 
that the educational needs of their boys and girls of junior and senior 
high school age may be fully met. It is indeed a magnificent accom- 
plishment and a splendid example of democracy in action; of people 
working together toward a common purpose. It has been a privilege 
to have been associated with this project, and I would like to thank 
the citizens of the Masconomet Regional School District for giving 
me the opportunity to plan the program for your new regional high 
school. ‘The opportunity to develop a completely new educational 
institution is something many educators dream about and wish for, 
but which few of them ever have. 

The ensuing sections of this report will, I trust, be helpful in 
providing for all citizens a fuller understanding of their Regional High 
School, its organization, its operation, and its educational goals. 





Preliminary Planning and Organization 


Before the Regional High School could open its doors to receive 
students, a tremendous amount of planning and organizing was neces- 
sary. Some of the ways in which this was accomplished may be of 
interest. 

A Faculty Planning Committee that included the assistant prin- 
cipals, the guidance director, and department chairmen was formed 
to work on important planning matters. The group met regularly 
with the Superintendent-Principal during the second semester of the 
1958-59 school year, devoting its efforts to such tasks as writing an 
educational philosophy to guide the new school, deciding on the sub- 
jects to be taught, and selecting the textbooks and related instructional 
materials to be used in teaching the subjects. 

A Program of Studies booklet describing the subject offerings at 
each grade level, as well as giving general information about the 
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school and its educational program, was written and published. This 
later was distributed to all students planning to enroll in the school. 
During the months of April and May, the Guidance Director met 
several times with parent groups in each of the towns to talk about 
the school and its program, and to answer questions about the course 
offerings, the testing program, and the methods to be used in grouping 
students for instructional purposes. Many of these parents later held 
individual conferences with the Guidance Director for the purpose 
of planning what subjects their sons or daughters would take at 
Masconomet. 

During these same months he also met with student groups then 
attending Topsfield, North Andover, and Salem High Schools, to 
acquaint them with the course offerings of the new school and to give 
individual help in the preparation of each student’s program. Special 
attention was directed to incoming ninth and twelfth graders. This 
required many evening meetings at each of the elementary schools for 
individual conferences with this group of students and their parents. 
I am sure that such individual attention was an important factor in 
helping all students make a smooth transition to the new school 
environment, and especially so in the case of upper-class students 
whose previous school records required careful consideration and study 
in order that no loss would accrue to them because of the change of 
schools. 

When the course selection blanks of all students had been re- 
turned to the school, they were handed over to the assistant principals 
for use in working out the master schedule of classes. Building the 
master schedule for any school is a difficult job. In this case, how- 
ever, the task was complicated further by three factors: 1) the variety 
of patterns of student subject selection, 2) our wish to schedule each 
student into class sections most appropriate for him in terms of his 
ability and past record of performance in the subject, and 3) the 
organization of the school as a six-year unit, which involved many 
instances of teachers being programmed to teach at both the upper 
and lower grade levels of the school. The care with which this 
scheduling job was done contributed immeasurably to the orderly 
opening of school, and has been responsible for the continued smooth- 
ness of our day-to-day operation during these first four months. 

All department chairmen began their duties on August 1, 1959. 
During this month they worked on course of study outlines, met to- 
gether regularly to work out policies and procedures for the orderly 
operation of the school, unpacked and checked in equipment and 
textbooks, and readied their departments for the opening of school. 
A committee under the Chairman of the English Department com- 
piled a student handbook which proved most helpful in the orienta- 
tion of students. 

The full faculty assembled on September 1 to begin a series of 
workshops that extended over an eight-day period. The daily pattern 
followed in these workshops included a morning assembly of all staff 
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members to receive instruction on the administrative policies and 
operational procedures to be employed in the new school, and to 
hear talks by the guidance director, the Supervisor of Handwriting, 
and the Superintendent-Principal. Afternoon meetings were held by 
the department chairmen to discuss department matters with the 
teachers concerned. These pre-school staff orientation meetings were 
most worthwhile and in large measure contributed to the smoothness 
with which school opened. It is planned to continue to hold such 
pre-school opening workshops for staff members annually. 


Transportation 


One of the complex problems of organization that had to be 
dealt with before school could open was that of transportation. It 
was agreed that the transportation system for the regional school 
should be set-up to serve the needs of the students attending. In 
keeping with this philosophy the bus plan finally adopted provides two 
separate late-sessions trips. This permits students who desire to work 
in the library after school, secure extra help from their teachers, or 
participate in one or more of the extra-curricular activities such as 
clubs, dramatics, and athletics to do so without worrying about how 
they are to get home. 

I am indebted to Mr. Rodney C. Dresser, Assistant Principal, 
for working out the many details in connection with establishing the 
bus routes for the Regional High School. The smoothness with which 
our transportation service is operating attests to the fine job that he 
has done. Three-year contracts to provide transportation service for 
the Regional School were awarded to Ramsey’s Bus Service, of 
Haverhill, Massachusetts, and Basil S. Kinson, of Georgetown, Mass- 
achusetts who were the low bidders. We appreciate the fine cooper- 
ation of Mr. Kinson who does the major portion of the transportation, 
in helping us solve many of the early problems encountered and for 
keeping the fleet operating smoothly and on schedule. 


Student Planning Committee 


The desirability of having students participate in the planning 
of the activity program to be carried on in ther new school was 
recognized as important to the initial success of the total operation. 
Accordingly, a student planning committee of twenty-one students, 
seven from each town, was formed. The Committee met weekly 
during the spring with members of the administrative staff. Meetings 
were held consecutively in each of the three towns with the final 
meeting taking place at the Regional High School, so that committee 
members could tour the nearly completed building which was soon 
to become their new school home. 

Meeting discussions centered around the extra-curricular pro- 
gram which the students would like to see operating in their school. 
School colors, the athletic program, clubs, academic honor awards, 
building traffic, student driving to school, standards of dress were 
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some of the many topics considered. The final report of the com- 
mittee secretary revealed that the group had 1) chosen Scarlet and 
White as the official school colors; 2) decided that they wished to 
be known as “The Chieftains” in athletic circles; 3) worked out and 
adopted “standards of dress” for students, both for daily school 
attendance and for social events; 4) selected the official school ring 
which had been especically designed for Maconomet; and 5) approved 
the establishment of a chapter of the National Honor Society. 


Pre-Opening Orientation For Students 


During a period of three one-half day sessions preceding the 
formal opening of school, students were brought in two grades at a 
time for a special orientation program. Activities on these days 
included tours of the buildings; assembling with homeroom teachers 
for the purpose of completing details of registration, securing locker 
assignments, and copying individual class schedules; and, an assembly 
at which all members of the faculty were presented and short addresses 
of welcome were given by the administrators. 


““M-Day’’, as members of the staff referred to it, was Monday, 
September 14, 1959, when all of the preliminary planning and organ- 
izational work which had preceded was put to the real test with the 
arrival of 754 students on this opening day. I am glad to report that 
operation “M-Day” was a complete success. The students were 
understanding, cooperative, and had little difficulty in adjusting to 
their new school, even though matters were complicated to some 
extent by the fact that all areas of the building were not entirely 
completd and some of the furniture and equipment had not yet 
arrived. 


One week later the students and teachers had settled into the 
routine of the daily operation. In fact, so much so, that a chance 
visitor to the school was amazed to learn that the school had been 
in operation for such a short time. Now, after four months of oper- 
ation, it is evident to even the most casual observer that there is a 
wholesome spirit about the school. Students are interested and 
enthusiastic, take a real pride in their new school, and are working 
as a united student body in a variety of projects and activities, to 
enhance the prestige and promote the best interests of Masconomet 
Regional High School. 


Enrollment 


As previously indicated the opening day enrollment was 754 
pupils. Late registrants increased this total to 768 as of Oct. 1, 1959. 
The breakdown by grade and town is given in the following table:

Enrollment projections for September 1960 indicate that the 
number of students will be 913, an increase of 18.7%. At this rate 
of increase, it is apparent that the present 1000-pupil capacity of the 
building will be reached by September 1961. This will necessitate 
early consideration of plans for constructing additional classrooms, 
if later serious overcrowding and consequent curtailment of the edu- 
cational offering is to be avoided. 


The Instructional Program 


The instructional program at Masconomet has been carefully 
planned to serve the needs, interests, and abilities of all the pupils 
from grades 7-12. The offerings in grades 7 and 8, which are required 
of all pupils, are designed to provide these boys and girls with a 
solid foundation in the tool subjects —- English, Arithmetic, Science, 
and Social Studies. In addition, opportunity is given for each to 
enlarge and develop his special talents and interests through explor- 
ations into the fields of Music, Art, Foreign Language, Industrial Arts, 
and Home Economics. Required participation in Physical Education 
provides for the building of strong bodies and training in a variety 
of game skills. 


In grades 9-12 the educational program is built around certain 
prescribed subjects from the fields of English, Social Studies, Mathe- 
matics, and Science, which are required of all students regardless of 
their future educational or vocational plans. To these basic subjects 
each student selects, under guidance, additional subjects as best suited 
to his needs and in keeping with his future educational and vocational 
goals. 


To properly provide for the diversified needs of all students 
requires that our program of studies be a wide and varied one. It 
means that students must be placed in recitation groups on an 
ability level where they can be expected to do their best work Our 
goal is to secure a high level of achievement from very student 
commensurate with his ability as this is known to be. In this con- 


nection our guidance department through its testing program and its 
counseling services plays an important role. As the amount of 
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objective data on file increases for each student, we in the school 
will be in a better position to help the student and his parents arrive 
at a more realistic understanding of the former’s over-all educational 
program and objectives, as well as to appraise the extent to which the 
student is meeting these goals. Such data will also help the staff to 
appraise the extent to which the total educational offering of the 
school is generally meeting the needs of students and thus lead to 
possible future curriculum changes. 

I feel that it should be clearly understood that our task of meeting 
completely and fully the varied educational needs of our students is 
a most difficult one. It cannot be accomplished successfully until 
there is uniformity of instruction, curriculum content, and standards 
of achievement in the elementary schools of the member towns. This 
requires the development of a close working relationship between these 
schools and the Regional High School if all our entering students are 
to find themselves adequately prepared to cope successfully with their 
studies. 

A beginning in this direction was made last spring when the 
administrators of the local schools met at the Regional school to 
work out with us a uniform program of achievement and aptitude 
testing to be used in grades 1-12. This program is now in operation 
and in future years should prove of considerable value as we work 
together to bring about higher levels of accomplishment on the part 
of all pupils in the district. Additional meetings are planned during 
the present school year for sixth and seventh grade teachers in an 
effort to provide better articulation between the elementary schools 
of the district and the Regional School. 


Education Beyond High School 

Increasing enrollments in colleges and other institutions of higher 
learning have led to a stiffening of the requirements for admission. 
Just having the desire to continue one’s education after graduation 
from high school is not enough these days to gain admission to post- 
secondary schools. Nor is one’s prowess in the field of sports, or in 
club life, or in social activities a guarantee of success at the admissions 
office. Admittedly these attributes do have a bearing on the total 
picture, but only to the extent to which they support and supplement 
the central element, namely, the quality of the academic record 
presented. 


Each year finds more schools and colleges using the tests of the 
College Entrance Examination Board as a means of screening appli- 
cants for admission. These are difficult hurdles to jump. Students 
aspiring to continue their education beyond high school must recog- 
nize early in their high school years the importance of hard work 
and steady and conscientious application to their studies. Parents, 
too, realize that getting into college or other types of post-secondary 
schools is not as easy as it perhaps was in the days when they were 
applicants. 
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The truth of the matter is that post-secondary schools of all 
kinds are more and more becoming geared to the student who is 
well-qualified in terms of subject-matter background, and who in 
addition has demonstrated initiative, high scholastic ability, and a 
seriousness of purpose which makes further educational training a 
realistic goal for him to pursue. 


If Masconomet Regional High School is to be successful in help- 
ing her graduates gain admission to the schools or colleges of their 
choice in these competitive times, it must have two things: 1) the 
whole-hearted support and interest of parents, and 2) students who 
have developed a seriousness of purpose and a degree of maturity 
that will help them to face up realistically to their individual strengths 
and weaknesses. 


Staff 


The quality of the school and the effectiveness of the learning 
process developed therein is dependent entirely on the excellence 
of the teaching staff. To have high level instruction requires a staff 
of teachers who are well-qualified in their subject specialty, well- 
trained in classroom techniques and teaching methods, have a deep 
respect and understanding of children, and are professionally alert. 

Masconomet is indeed fortunate in having an exceptionally 
competent corps of teachers. The number of years of professional 
training and the number of years of teaching experience possessed 
by staff members provides a partial indication of quality. Of the 49 
staff members presently employed, 22, or 45%, have the Bachelor’s 
Degree; 20, or 41%, have the Master’s Degree; and 7, or 14%, have 
thirty or more semester hours of graduate professional study beyond 
the Master’s degree. The median number of years of teaching experi- 
ence is 7, while the average for the 49-member staff is 82 years. 
Several factors have contributed to the assembling of this fine group 
of teachers: the thoroughness with which candidates were screened, 
the allure of a new and well-equipped building, the opportunity to 
have a part in developing and shaping the curriculum and to establish 
this new school, and the attractiveness of the salary schedule. In 
today’s highly competitive teachers’ market this last factor plays an 
increasingly important part. 


On September 17, 1958 the School Committee adopted a salary 
schedule having a minimum salary of $4,000 for a teacher with a 
Bachelor’s degree and no experience. At that time the State minimum 
was $3,600. In September 1960 the State minimum salary will be 
$4,000. Thus an upward revision in the salary schedule is necessi- 
tated in order for Masconomet to retain its favorable position among 
schools in the county and to meet the increasing competition for high 
quality teachers. Accordingly, the School Committee has voted 
recently to raise the minimum salary to $4,300. The new range of 
salaries to be effective September 1, 1960 will be as follows:

It should be pointed out that of the present total of 49 comprising 
the instructional staff, 18 have duties which may be classified as 
combinations of supervision, classroom instruction, guidance, counsel- 
ing, attendance, and administration. The non-teaching staff, which 
includes those doing clerical, custodial, and cafeteria work, numbers 
twenty. With the increased enrollment for 1960 it will be necessary 
to add eight more teachers to the instructional staff. 


Student Insurance 

All students were given the opportunity to belong to an accident 
insurance plan at the nominal cost of $1.25 each. The plan sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Casualty Company provides protection while 
they are in school and while enroute to and from school. Since 
football is the only activity that is not covered in this plan, a special 
insurance plan operated by the New England Council of Secondary 
School Principals Associations, is used for varsity and junior varsity 
football players. 


The Extra-Curricular Program 

Although Masconomet has been in operation only a little more 
_ than four months, a number of extra-curricular activities have already 
been organized. Our football team played a schedule of five games 
compiling a record of 2 wins, 2 losses, and 1 tie. Cross-country 
attracted the interest of a number of boys who participated in six 
dual meets, two district meets, and the state meet. Our girls, like- 
wise, enjoyed a successful first-year season in Field Hockey achieving 
a record of 3 wins, 2 losses, and 3 ties. 


In non-athletic activities there is an active announcers’ club, a 
dramatics club, library and art service clubs, and most recently a 
receptionist group made up of volunteers from among the business 
education students. Musical groups which have been formed include 
orchestra, band, a 7th and 8th grade chorus, a senior high chorus, 
and the Masconomet Singers. This latter group made its first public 
appearance at the formal dedicatory exercises on Sunday, October 
18, 1959, and did a perfectly splendid job after only three weeks of 
training. 

In December the Dramatics Club presented a very successful 
production of the play “Our Hearts Were Young and Gay”. The 
seniors are working on the copy for the school yearbook ““MITOBO” 
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which is to make its debut in June 1960. Another group of students 
is currently developing plans to publish a still un-named literary 
magazine. 

It is through such activities as these and others that many of our 
students have an opportunity to develop special talents and to gain 
recognition and rewards outside the formal academic program of the 
school. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I would like to take this opportunity to express 
my appreciation for the wonderful cooperation, understanding, and 
help given me by the School Committee, my administrative assistants, 
the teachers and other school personnel in carrying out the respon- 
sibilities which have been mine in connection with the establishment 
of Masconomet Regional High School.
